I hereby submit the report of the Town Council of the Town of Palmer for Fiscal Year 2021. 


The challenges of the Covid-19 pandemic continued through much of the fiscal year with remote 
meetings and the need for town services to continue to be delivered in a different manner. 


Despite the challenges of the year there are several items to highlight: 


e Rezoned 1010 Park Street (former Bank of America Branch) from Town Residential (TR) to 
Village Center1 District (VC1) 

e Approved funding for an Asset Management Plan for the Town’s Sewer and Stormwater Systems 

e Completed bleacher project at Legion Field 

e Tax foreclosure auction of three (3) properties was held with proceeds of $240,000 and return of 
these properties to the tax rolls 

e Received a FY21 Site Readiness Program Grant in the amount of $280,000 to fund the design for 
the Church Street Bridge 

e Approved moving forward with design and replacement of the Church Street Bridge with a Truss 
bridge 

e Received $1,086,000 in CARES Act Funding for expenses related to COVID-19 response 

e =Refinanced eligible town debt to take advantage of low interest rates resulting in savings to 
taxpayers 

e Approved funding for a Sewer Rate Study 


Palmer was approved as a regional vaccination site at Converse Middle School and from February 
through June administered over 7,000 vaccines. I would like to acknowledge the work of Christina 
Florence and her team for the outstanding job that they did in running this vaccination site. The Palmer 
site was recognized as one of the most effective sites in the Commonwealth. I would also like to 
congratulate Christina Florence who was nominated by Senator Anne Gobi and recognized in June, 2021 
as an Unsung Heroine of 2021 for her work on the vaccination site. 


This year saw the retirement of several employees who have had long careers with the Town: Laurie 
Cole, Assistant Collector, Joseph Sawicki, Asst. DPW Director and Fire Chief Alan Roy. We wish them 
all a happy and healthy retirement and thank them for their service and commitment to the Town. 


The Town Council extends its sincere appreciation to all the volunteers who serve on Town Boards, 
Committees and throughout the community, and to all Town employees for their exceptional and 
dedicated service to the Town of Palmer.

TOWN MANAGER 


The town manager is the chief executive officer of the municipality and is 
responsible for the day-to-day operations of the town. The Manager ensures 
that town services are performed in accordance with town council’s policies 
and within the capability of the town’s resources. In addition, the Manager 
keeps the town council apprised of the town’s financial condition and the 
future needs of the town. The Town Manager is appointed by the town council 
and works very closely with them. The town council is responsible for setting 
the policy direction of the town. 

In the Town Manager’s Office, and throughout all town departments, we 
strive to deliver the best possible services to our community. We are dedicated to our organization’s 
values of responsiveness, integrity, passion, innovation, and partnership. 


It is my pleasure to submit my second annual report. Even with the challenges of the Covid-19 pandemic, 
this past year has been one of accomplishment. The diligent, dedicated staff of your Town worked to keep 
offices open, services maintained and continued, and they advanced projects that will improve the quality 
of life for residents of Palmer’s villages. 


The Fiscal Year from July 2020 to June 30, 2021, began auspiciously then the COVID-19 pandemic hit 
and disrupted municipal operations. Town Hall was closed to the public from March 13, 2020, to March 
8, 2021. The library was not able to open to the public until June of 2021, and the Senior Center only 
began to return to indoor activities in September 2021. 


Town departments quickly reacted to the coronavirus pandemic and developed processes to serve the 
needs of the public. Town Hall departments provided services via appointment. Library services were 
adjusted to remote and curbside pickup. The Senior services were provided remotely and via social 
distancing. Our Police and DPW Departments continued to provide seamless service using covid 
protocols with limited disruption. I would personally recognize all town employees for their dedication to 
the Town. I know how challenging this it has been. 


The Town was allocated $1,086,000 in Cares Act pandemic response funds from the U.S. Government. 
These Cares act funds played a major role in allowing the Town to meet the pandemic response 
challenges and secure the protective equipment for the employees as well as cover other upgrades. 


As part of the response to the pandemic, Palmer hosted a ten-town regional collaboration with Monson, 
Ludlow, Brimfield, Sturbridge, Holland, Wales, Wilbraham, West Brookfield, and Warren to administer 
COVID 19 vaccinations at the old Converse Middle School. 7,244 shots were administered at Converse 
Middle School from February to July 2021. In addition, we were able to vaccinate approximately 230 
homebound residents of the ten towns. 


Aging infrastructure is another challenge, not unique to Palmer, but it has been frustrating and 
inconvenient to residents, especially with two closed bridges. Palmer has nine bridges that cross four 
rivers. In many cases the bridges were originally constructed eighty-years ago and have served their 
useful life. Massachusetts Department of Transportation has reviewed and closed two of the bridges in the 
past two years. 


In the past year, a plan to address the Church Street bridge has been developed and is now being 
implemented. Over the next twenty-four months, the existing bridge that spans the Ware River will be 


demolished and a new bridge erected in its place. Getting these travel routes open, truck traffic off the 
detours, and assisting the large mill complex renovation is vital, but will require continued patience from 
residents as the project progresses to completion. 


Another serious initiative started in 2019 was N.I.C.E. (Neighborhood Improvement through Code 
Enforcement). The NICE Task Force is a collaborative effort between various departments within Town 
Government to address problem properties in our Palmer neighborhoods. Properties that have been 
identified as problematic because of issues such as fire damage, vacancy/abandonment, foreclosure, 
blight, and/or significant building/sanitary/health code violations. Getting blight out of our neighborhoods 
will increase safety and property values. 


The recreation assets of the Town are some of our community’s most vital treasures. We have abundant 
park space, rail trails, playing fields, tennis courts and a culture of well-attended school athletic events. 
This past year, the Town removed the bleachers at Legion Field that were constructed in 1935. New 
bleachers have been installed as well as a new press box. 


I want to express my sincere appreciation for all the dedicated department heads, town staff, elected 
officials and the numerous volunteers who serve on the many boards, commissions, and committees for 
all their hard work and commitment to make Palmer a great community in which to live, and for their 
contributions to this year’s important accomplishments. 


I would like to thank the members of the Town Council that have placed their trust in me to lead this 
community and I will work diligently for their support and for the leadership they have provided in 
establishing the policies and goals that have allowed Palmer to move forward. 


Palmer provides a breadth of high-quality services to its residents through the concerted efforts of many 
employees and volunteers serving on boards and committees. My heartfelt “Thank you” is extended to 
each of them for their commitment to making Palmer a very special place to live.

PALMER HOUSING AUTHORITY 


The Palmer Housing Authority office and adjacent development known as Laurel Manor, is 
located at 13 Fletcher Street. The complex was first occupied in January of 1971. Laurel Manor 
consists of 48 one bedroom units. The Palmer Housing Authority operates under the State 
Chapter 667 Elderly/Handicapped Program. All rules and regulations are promulgated by the 
Department of Housing and Community Development, adopted by the Palmer Housing 
Authority Board of Commissioners and carried out by the housing authority staff. The staff 
consists of one part time Executive Director and one part time maintenance person. 


Applications can be obtained at the office on 13 Fletcher Street or upon request. Currently 
applicants need to be 60 years of age or be an eligible handicapped/disabled person. A preference 
is given to local residents and local veterans 60 years of age. The current net income for 
eligibility is $45,500 for one person and $52,000 for two persons. As units become available 
they are filled from the waiting list of eligible applicants. 


The Board of Commissioners consists of 4 members that are appointed by the Town Manager 
and one state appointed member. The Commissioners meet on the third Wednesday of every 
month at 4:00 P.M., in the community room at 13 Fletcher Street, to conduct the authority 
business. 


The goal of the Board of Commissioners is to maintain the properties and to continue to provide 
clean, safe and affordable housing to those in need.

Conservation Commission Introduction 


The Palmer Conservation Commission (The Commission) administers the Massachusetts Wetlands 
Protection Act (WPA) (M.G.L. Chapter 131 Section 40) and associated regulations (310 CMR 10.00). The 
Commission also reviews all Forest Cutting Plans within the town, all septic system plans within the 
jurisdiction of the WPA and any project within areas of protected rare/endangered species and/or priority 
habitat governed by the National Heritage Endangered Species Program (NHESP), a division of the 
Massachusetts Fisheries & Wildlife. 


Accordingly, any proposed activity that may remove, fill, dredge or alter a wetland resource area is subject 
to the Commission’s approval. Wetlands that are subject to protection under the act include any area within 
100 feet of a swamp, marsh, forested wetland, vernal pool, pond, intermittent stream, and the 100-year 
flood zone. The Commission also has jurisdiction within 200 feet of any stream that flows year round, 
unless the stream is designated as a densely developed area. In this case, the jurisdiction is from the mean 
annual high water mark 25 feet out. It should be noted that wetlands may not be wet all year round and low 
areas that flood in the spring may be considered wetlands as well. 


Additionally, the first powers given to Conservation Commissions in the Conservation Commission Act 
(MGL Chapter 40 § 8C) focused on "promotion and development of natural resources...and protection of 
watershed resources." Under these powers Commissions undertake planning, acquiring and managing open 
space, and encouraging and monitoring conservation and agricultural preservation restrictions. 


In an effort to better manage over 800 acres of Conservation Land, the Palmer Conservation Commission 
has established the Land Management Subcommittee to carry out a dedicated program of land management 
throughout its protected areas. 


The Role of the Conservation Commission 


The Conservation Commission regulates permit activities that may alter wetlands or their buffer zones in 
protected areas. Regulated activities include, but are not limited to, dumping leaves, brush, grass, debris, 
cutting trees or shrubs, reconstructing lawns, building or constructing any type of structures or a septic 
system, grading, excavating, or filling, changing storm water discharge, polluting wetlands or streams, 
creating any impervious surface (paving a driveway). Activities within protected area may require a permit, 
for more information on any given project please consult our Wetlands Protection Brochure available in 
the Conservation Commission Office. 


Role of the Land Management Subcommittee (LMS) 


The Land Management Subcommittee will be a standing committee of the Conservation Commission and 
will carry out a dedicated program of land management including the relevant recommendations in the 
Palmer 2014 Open Space and Recreation Plan. The Committee will also increase the focus, effort and 
resources dedicated to Palmer’s conservation lands. 


The mission of the Land Management Subcommittee is to preserve, maintain and enhance the quality of 
life for the citizens of Palmer by developing and maintaining Open Space and Recreation opportunities for 
residents. The LMS works with the community to target and preserve lands and ecosystems within Palmer 
for public benefit. These areas provide a healthy environment for wildlife and plants and areas for passive 
or active recreational use by the public. Areas of high natural, scenic and/or recreational value are priorities 
for the Committee. In order to assure the protection of valued land, we assist in the creation of trails for 
passive recreation, community gardens, playing fields, beaches and playgrounds. 


This year the subcommittee has provide opportunities for the public to appreciate and enjoy Palmer's 
preserved natural areas, parks, playgrounds and fields, farms and water resources through a limited number 
of field trips, river clean-ups and hikes. 


Members of the Conservation Commission 


The Conservation Commission consists of Palmer residents that share a passion for protecting the wetland 
resources of the town. Commissioners are appointed by the Town Manager for a three-year term. The 
Commissioners and their Agent are continuously educating themselves through training programs, seminars 
and conferences sponsored by the Massachusetts Department of Environmental Protection (DEP) and the 
Massachusetts Association of Conservation Commissions (MACC) in order to stay current with constantly 
evolving rules and regulations, updated scientific data and best management practices. 


The following Conservation Commission Members served in Fiscal Year 2021: Mr. Donald Blais Jr 
(Chair), Ms. Dorothy Lawrence (Vice Chair), Mr. David Cotter, Mr. Peter Izyk, Mr. Nicholas Zeo, Ms. 
Brenda Cole, and Mr. Mike Swiatek. There are currently no vacancies on the Commission but any residents 
interested in engaging with the Commission are encouraged to attend a meeting and consider serving as an 
Associate Member. 


Ms. Angela Panaccione, who had served as the towns’ Conservation Agent since 2013, resigned her 
position with the Town in FY 2021. As Conservation Agent, Ms. Panaccione served as an informational 
resource to the Commission by performing routine and complex professional, administrative and technical 
duties related to the administration and enforcement of the MA Wetlands Protection Act and the Palmer 
Wetlands Protection Ordinance. The Conservation Commission extends their gratitude to Ms. Panaccione 
for her years of service with the Town, and wishes her the best of luck in her future endeavors. 


Mrs. Sarah Fortune, a former Commissioner who has served as Conservation Assistant since September 
2019, was appointed as Interim Conservation Agent upon the resignation of Ms. Angela Panaccione in FY 


2021. Mrs. Fortune performs routine and complex professional, administrative and technical duties such as 
updating and informing the Commission of changes in Federal and State environmental protection 
regulations, as appropriate. Mrs. Fortune reviews all wetland permit applications and analyzes submitted 
information and site plans for compliance with the requirements of Wetlands Protection Act, the Rivers 
Protection Act, the Town of Palmer’s Wetlands Protection Ordinance and associated federal, state, and 
local regulations. She processes all wetland permit filings for proper and timely action associated with 
Commission business to ensure compliance with legally mandated deadlines. Mrs. Fortune additionally: 
advises applicants on wetlands applications for various projects by providing consolation services as 
needed; coordinates correspondence with all applicants, engineers, attorneys, consultants, etc.; and 
conducts thorough site inspections to ensure that proposed projects do not threaten environmental and 
conservation values and interests. Finally, Ms. Panaccione investigates complaints of wetland violations, 
coordinates and monitors potential violations and recommends appropriate action needed for site 
remediation. 


Members of the Land Management Subcommittee (LMS) 


The LMS is made up of Palmer residents that share a passion for protecting open space and recreational 
areas of the town. Subcommittee members are appointed by the Conservation Commission directly and the 
subcommittee will have up to seven members with two-year overlapping terms and will be appointed solely 
by the Conservation Commission. Present members of the Land Management Committee are Sarah 
Fortune, David Cotter, Peter Izyk, Howard Fife, Lis] Donaldson, and Sheri Jyringi. 


The LMS will operate under the direction of the Conservation Commission and will communicate with 
them frequently on matters of work plans, priorities, funding, volunteers and maintenance. The LMS will 
prepare an annual plan for the Commission and assist the Commission in developing funding sources, as 
needed, for maintenance or desired improvements to conservation lands.

Important Issues and Accomplishments of FY 2021 


Over FY 2021 the Commission participated in several important conservation outreach and education 
projects, including: 


> Completed MVP Action Grant for Route 181 Culvert Replacement & Infrastructure 
Assessment: The Commission applied for and received a $26,000 grant from the EEA Municipal 
Vulnerability Preparedness Program (MVP) to cover costs associated with the development of 
construction documents and permitting of the Route 181 culvert redesign to upgrade the stream 
crossing to meet the MA Stream Crossing Standards and to address stormwater quality and flow 
concerns. The Commission successfully completed this grant and submitted for final 
reimbursement in FY 2021. 


> Administered 604(b) Grant for Forest Lake: The Commission will administer the 604(b) grant 
received from the Department of Environmental Protection (DEP) to develop a Watershed-Based 
Management Plan for Forest Lake. The purpose of the Massachusetts Watershed-Based Plan is to 
organize information about Massachusetts’ watersheds, and present it in a format that will enhance 
the development and implementation of projects that will restore water quality and beneficial uses 
in the Commonwealth. Forest Lake is an impaired waterbody listed under Category 4C on the 
Massachusetts 303(d) List of Integrated Waters for non-native (invasive) aquatic plants, and past 
studies and photographic records demonstrate that nonpoint source pollution, delivering sediment 
and nutrients to the lake, is the primary pollutant of the lake. The Watershed-Based Plan will 
include an assessment of nonpoint pollution sources. The plan will include recommendations for 
Management measures at the watershed scale and smaller scales and will highlight opportunities to 
improve water quality and restore recreational uses of Forest Lake by identifying specific sources 
of pollution, especially non-point sources of stormwater discharge. The final watershed 
management plan produced will be implemented to protect the long-term health of the Forest Lake 
by reducing or removing pollutants, so Forest Lake can meet current water quality standards. 


The Commission requested and was awarded a one (1) year extension of the grant contract in FY 
2021 which will now extend through June of 2022; COVID-19, significant drought conditions, and 
municipal staff changes hindered the town’s ability to complete required tasks within the project 
timeline in FY 2021. The Commission anticipates the successful completion of the 604(b) grant in 
FY 2022. 


> 2021 Earth Day River Cleanup: The Conservation Commission hosted the 2™ Earth Day River 
Cleanup at Laviolette Field in Three Rivers on Saturday, May 8, 2021 from 9 AM to 12 PM. This 
cleanup was originally scheduled to occur on Saturday, April 17, 2021 but was postponed due to a 
storm that produced approximately 8-inches of snow the day before the event. A total of 57 
volunteers attended the cleanup and helped remove a significant amount of trash including items 
such as mattresses, recliners, nip bottles and cigarette butts. Partner organizations included the 
Chicopee 4 Rivers Watershed Council (C4R), Boy Scout Troop 164, Palmer Girl Scout Troop, 
American Rivers, and Country Bank, and the Journal Register. 


The Commission also held a photo contest as a part of the event, with an Amazon gift as the prize 
for the person who submitted the best cleanup photos. The Commission would like to thank Town 
Manager Ryan McNutt for donating the Amazon gift card for the photo contest. 


> 2014 Open Space and Recreation Plan Update: The Commission began working with the Open 
Space Advisory Committee to update 2014 Open Space and Recreation Plan (OSRP) in FY 2021. 
The OSRP is an important component of the Town’s initiative to preserve and protect its open 
space lands and recreational resources. The plan provides both an inventory of open space and 
recreational lands and a set of recommendations to preserve and enhance these valuable assets. 
The OSRP presents goals and objectives towards preserving and improving the open space and 
recreational opportunities, as identified by the citizens of Palmer; these goals and objectives are 
outlined in a Seven-Year Action Plan that the town will use to actualize said goals and objectives. 
The OSRP is valid for a seven (7) year period and during which time the Town is eligible to 
compete for funds through the Division of Conservation Services for land acquisition, 
maintenance and improvement of parks, playgrounds, conservation areas and other open spaces. 
The OSRP update will be completed in December 2021. 


> “It’s Clean”: This is the 5" year that the Conservation Commission has partnered with Chicopee 
4 Rivers Watershed Council to preform regular water quality checks our community’s rivers. 
Bacteria sampling locations for FY 2021 included: the Swift River at First Street, the Ware River 
at State Street, the Quaboag River at Laviolette Field, Route 32, and Route 20. 


> Public Outreach & Education: The Conservation Commission’s customary public outreach and 
education efforts were severely hindered due to the COVID-19 pandemic in FY 2021. The 
Commission is looking forward to resuming their standard education and outreach programs in FY 
2022. 


Important Permits Issued during FY 2021 


Over the 2021 Fiscal Year the Commission has been extremely busy administering and enforcing the 
Wetlands Protection Act (WPA) and the Palmer Wetlands Protection Ordinance (PWO), and reviewing 
various large scale developments for compliance, such as: 


> Route 181 Culvert Replacement (DEP # 256-0351): The Commission issued an Order of 
Conditions to the Department of Public Works for the Route 181 Culvert Replacement project on 
1/26/2021. The existing crossing structure is an approximately 63-foot-long 2’x5’ box structure 
with twin corrugated metal pipe (CMP) culverts inside the stone box, and stone headwalls at the 
culvert ends that conveys flow from Scott’s Brook. The existing CMPs are significantly 
deteriorated, and the condition of the stone box structure is questionable. Under proposed 
conditions, the existing stone box, twin CMP culverts, and catch basins will be removed and 
replaced with a 5-foot tall, 13-foot wide, 60-foot long box culvert embedded 2 feet to allow for a 
natural substrate bottom, which meets the 1.2 bankfull width criteria in accordance with the 
Massachusetts Stream Crossing Standards. The channel slope will be 0.5%, flood conveyance 
capacity is improved for all events, and there will be no overtopping of the roadway for any event 
analyzed, which included the 100-year storm. The larger waterway opening also provides 
enhanced fish passage over existing conditions. The project also includes stormwater 
improvements in addition to the culvert upgrade. The two (2) existing catch basins that currently 
discharge surface runoff from the roadway directly into Scott’s Brook will be replaced with two 
water quality basins with grass swales and riprap spillways that will discharge in approximately 
the same area. This replacement will improve water quality to groundwater and surface water 
discharging into Scott’s Brook and will be constructed for water quality enhancement of 
stormwater runoff that drains from the low point in the roadway. The water quality basins will be 


sized to treat runoff to the maximum extent practicable within the physical and right-of-way 
constraints of the site. 


BWC Swift River, LLC (BlueWave Solar) Ground-Mounted Solar Array: The Commission 
issued an Order of Conditions to BWC Swift River, LLC (BlueWave Solar) for the installation of 
a ground mounted solar array system and the replacement of an existing stream crossing at 3090 
Palmer Street. The total site disturbance for the project is approximately 15 acres and 
includes a pile-driven mounting system to minimize land disturbance. The project also 
includes the replacement of an existing 24-inch reinforced concrete pipe culvert along an 
unnamed stream that flows into the Ware River culvert located on an existing private 
access drive on the site. The Conservation Commission identified the replacement of this 
culvert as a high priority project due to the inadequate capacity to convey flood events; 
upgrading this stream crossing will also support the Route 181 culvert replacement project 
due to the hydrologic connectivity of the unnamed stream and Scott’s brook, allowing 
natural stream processes to occur while enhancing the capacity of the stream complex to 
provide dry passage for wildlife through the crossing for wildlife migration, thereby 
improving the passage for fish and wildlife as well as creating good habitat for stream 
dwelling animals. 


X176 Transmission Line OPGW Installation & ACR Project: The Commission issued an 
Order of Conditions to the New England Power Company for general utility maintenance 
activities and improvements to the X176 Transmission Line Right-of-Way (ROW). The 
line is approximately 9.02 miles in length, originating at the Belchertown/Palmer Town Line 
(west of Belchertown Street), and terminating at the Palmer #503 Substation in Palmer, MA. 
The X176 Line is supported primarily on wood polearm suspension structures with 
weathering steel cross arms. Originally constructed in 1959, the line was completely refurbished 
in 2005. The ROW is currently used for overhead electric utility transmission operations, and 
contains the wires, supporting structures, and previously established access roads necessary to 
support the line. Work will include maintenance and improvement at existing structures, in 
order to replace the existing 3/8” EHS steel shieldwire with optical ground wire (OPGW). 
Activities will also include the replacement of aging and damaged wood structures (due to 
weathering, woodpecker damage and storm damage), mowing and grading for work pads, 
construction of stone work pads, and access road maintenance and improvements. 

Mongo Pond Dam Repairs (DEP # 256-0345): The Commission issued an Order of 
Conditions to Mass DOT on 7/16/2020 for repairs to the Mongo Pond Dam, which was a 
requirement of the Emergency Permit issued in FY 2020 for culvert repairs on Shearer Street. 

The original purpose of the dam is believed to have been to create an impoundment for use 

by the Palmer Ice Company, but no longer serves that purpose. The dam is currently owned, 
operated and maintained by Mass DOT and is located within the Massachusetts Turnpike 
right-of-way and also within a permanent drainage easement. The only work remaining after 

the emergency culvert replacement part of the bypass system to be installed is a concrete intake 
structure with associated catwalk to be located in Mongo Pond, and fencing to surround the 
catwalk. Repairs to Mongo Pond Dam are necessary to provide a long-term solution to the 
culvert failure without interrupting the critical infrastructure above or performing costly and 
intrusive in-place repairs to the existing structure. The Mongo Pond Dam Repair project was 
completed in late FY 2021. 


Goals/Activities for FY 2021 


> Administered MVP Action Grant for Route 181 Culvert Replacement & Infrastructure 
Assessment: The Commission received a $26,000 grant from the EEA Municipal Vulnerability 
Preparedness Program (MVP) to cover costs associated with the development of construction 
documents and permitting of the Route 181 culvert redesign to upgrade the stream crossing to meet 
the MA Stream Crossing Standards and to address stormwater quality and flow concerns. This 
project is promoted by several state agencies (DER, DFG, MEMA, EEA), as it will highlight the 
methods in which towns combine state and federal funds to not only improve aquatic connectivity 
but also to address climate change and improve local hazards such as failing culverts. 

> Workdays with BSA Troop 164 at Swift River Greenbelt Conservation Area: The Commission 
organizes regular workdays with local Boy Scout Troop 164 at the Swift River Greenbelt 
Conservation Area and the Universal Access Loop Trail off First Street in Bondsville to perform 
routine maintenance such as spreading mulch to prevent the growth of Poison ivy, picking up trash, 
and removing tires from the Swift River. The COVID-19 pandemic prevented the Commission 
from working with BSA Troop 164 in FY 2021, but the Commission is looking forward to resuming 
workdays with the troop in FY 2022. 


> Compost Bin & Rain Barrel Program: The Conservation Commission organized a community 
compost bin and rain barrel program to provide residents of Palmer and Belchertown with the 
opportunity to purchase a compost bin or rain barrel at a discounted price. The Commission 
normally partners with the Town of Belchertown on this program, but Belchertown was unable to 
assist in program organization for FY 2021; despite this, Belchertown residents were still able to 
participate in this program. A total of 37 rain barrels and 17 compost bins were sold in FY 2021. 


> Routine Monitoring of the Swift River Greenbelt Conservation Area: The Commission has 
been performing routine inspections of the Swift River Greenbelt Conservation Area in response 
to several acts of vandalism that have resulted in damage to the Universally Accessible Loop Trail, 
parking lot and gazebo in Bondsville. The Commission has observed a decrease in vandalism as a 
result of conducting routine monitoring and inspections at the conservation area. 


The Conservation Commission continuously aims to expand its capacity and efficacy by engaging 
Associate Members, interns or other interested volunteers for projects such as water quality monitoring, 
river clean-ups and trail maintenance. Anyone interested should contact the Conservation Commission at 
conservation@townofpalmer.com.

PLANNING BOARD REPORT FY2021 


The Palmer Planning Board, consisting of five elected members, met regularly during the twelve- 
month period of July 1, 2020 thru June 30, 2021. It is the Board’s policy to meet as often as 
necessary to conduct business deemed appropriate under Massachusetts General Laws and the 
Charter of the Town of Palmer, generally the first and third Mondays of each month if meeting 
space is available.

Fiscal year 2021 has been interesting and was certainly a learning experience on how to conduct 
public meetings without meeting in person. The Planning Board did its best in staying up to code 
with the Governor’s Emergency Order while trying to conduct business as usual. Over the last 12 
months the Board held fifteen regular meetings and conducted numerous site inspections and 
permit review and compliance inspections. In addition to our own meetings, we attended meetings 
with other Boards and Committees as well as attended seminars and workshops to help better 
prepare our members for the positions for which they have been elected. Due to the Covid-19 
Pandemic most of these activities were conducted virtually and between the time span of February 
1%, 2021, and May 10" 2021, the Planning Board held 6 meetings virtually via the Zoom platform. 


Throughout the fifteen public meetings, the Board held hearings and acted on thirteen Special 
Permits, four Site Plan Approvals, three Storm Water permits, made two Findings, signed six 
Subdivision Approval Not Required (SANR) plans that met current zoning requirements and 
therefore were deemed exempt from subdivision regulations. The Board also approved of eight 
minor amendments to existing Site Plans and granted Special Permits for the continued extraction 
of earth materials at the four active operations in Town. As in the past, yearly interim gravel 
inspections were conducted during the operating months of May, July and October and all annually 
required operating documents and fees were collected. 


Major projects of note that were permitted this year and have entered into the 
construction/construction design phase are a new 60,000 sq. ft. metal storage building at Sherwood 
Lumber to assist in their increased capacity of lumber transfer and storage since the new rail spur 


project was completed. The Palmer Foundry was given approval to construct a major expansion to 
their manufacturing facility for storage of materials and their specialized aluminum castings and 
Silver Therapeutics is well underway with building and construction initiatives at their marijuana 
retail location on Thorndike Street. 


13" World, which has a twenty-year history of operating outdoor seasonal family events in the 
Cumberland, RI area, received all necessary local land use permits to move their outdoor 
entertainment venue to the former Crossroads site on Park Street and will begin operating in 
Palmer next spring. Besides hosting its two main features; an outdoor haunted Halloween 
attraction and a holiday Winterfest, other year-round outdoor experiences include movie nights, car 
shows, food truck events, private weddings, music shows and parties, obstacle races, flea markets and the 
revitalization of the summer softball league. We wish all these businesses great success in Palmer. 


After an 18-month effort and extensive work by the Master Plan Steering Committee, the Planning 
Board adopted the town’s first comprehensive master plan since 1975. This endeavor proved 
challenging during the COVID pandemic, but the end-result produced an extensive document full 
of public feedback and clearly identified goals and actions. The plan must now move to the 
implementation phase. It is expected this fall that the Town Council will be seeking volunteers to 
be appointed to an Implementation Committee. This Committee would be responsible for 
addressing and implementing the goals and actions of the Master Plan. The Board and Department 
look forward to working with this Committee to bring aspects of the Plan to fruition. 


In closing, the Planning Board would like to thank the citizens of Palmer, elected officials, town 
boards and the Planning Department staff for assisting us in our planning endeavors.

INSPECTION SERVICES 


The Fiscal Year 2021 saw an uptake in the number of commercial permits with permits for two 
new accessory buildings and two additions with a total estimated cost of $3,810,000.00 for the 
four projects. There were also 32 Permits for commercial alterations with a total estimated cost 
of $1,379,946.88. Commercial maintenance and repair permits had and estimated cost of 
$271,316.07 for 13 permits while new signage and temporary structures had total estimates of 
$323,615.00 for 20 permits. There were also two commercial demolition permits to prepare for 


new commercial structures on each site. Total permit income from the commercial building and 
commercial demolition permits was $42,219.22. 


There was also an increase in the number of new residential permits. There were 12 permits for 
new residential homes. This included a four-family structure to replace a building in Three 
Rivers that had been destroyed by fire and a mobile home replacement. In addition, there were 
16 permits for new residential accessory structures and 5 permits to either add to or renovate 
accessory structures. Pool installs were also big in fy-21 with permits for 14 above ground pools 
and 2 in-ground pools. There were also 16 permits for residential additions and 55 permits for 
renovations. A total of 40 photo-voltaic, solar permits and 26 wood stove, chimney, or pellet 
stove permits were issued along with 284 permits for new windows, door, roofing, siding or 
insulation. A temporary residential permit was issued while repair work was done, for a location 
where a fire displaced a family. Residential demolition permits were issued for one house, one 
mobile home and an in-ground pool. The total number of Residential permits issued was 462 
with a total permit income of $55,451.54 and total estimated cost of $8,402,783.52 


There were three municipal permits issued, one tent, one for the new bleachers as converse and 
one for the new press box. 


Certificates of Inspection totaled 31 this year with a fee total of $1,310.00. 

Electrical permit totals were 361 permits and $21,470.00 in fees. 

Plumbing permit fees totaled $11,071.00 for 116 permits. 

Gas permits came to $8,460 in fees with 84 permits. 

In addition to the above several letters were sent on either zoning or building code issues. The 
majority were resolved. One zoning issue went to court, another is still in court from a previous 


fiscal year. 


Many zoning issues are settled in phone conversations or meetings. Answering zoning and 
building code questions are part of the daily workload for this office.

BOARD OF HEALTH 


Board of Health 

The Board of Health is required by state statutes and regulations to 
perform many important and crucial duties relative to the protection 
of public health, food safety, reporting and control of disease, 
promotion of sanitary living conditions, and protection of the 
environment from damage and pollution. If the enforcement of 
regulations may cause manifest injustice, the Board of Health would not conflict with the 
minimum standards of any applicable statute, code or regulation. We continue to prevent, 
promote and protect public health in the community. 


Chrissy Florence, Health Supervisor, and Deonna Gamache, Board of Health Clerk, see to the 
day-to-day activities of the Board of Health. The office is located in the Town Hall and hours are 
Mondays from 8:30am to 7:30pm and Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday 8:30am to 4:30pm. 
The Board of Health consists of a three-member board: Paul Benard, Chairman, Angela 
McGrath, RN, and Carol Sikorski. The Board meets on the third Monday of each month at 
5:30pm in the Town Hall. 


COVID-19: 

Coronavirus disease (COVID-19) is an infectious disease caused by the SARS-CoV-2 virus. 
Most people infected with the virus will experience mild to moderate respiratory illness and 
recover without requiring special treatment. However, some will become seriously ill and require 
medical attention. Older people and those with underlying medical conditions like cardiovascular 
disease, diabetes, chronic respiratory disease, or cancer are more likely to develop serious illness. 
Anyone can get sick with COVID-19 and become seriously ill or die at any age. The best way to 
prevent and slow down transmission is to be well informed about the disease and how the virus 
spreads. Protect yourself and others from infection by staying at least 6 feet apart from others, 
wearing a properly fitted mask, and washing your hands or using an alcohol-based rub 
frequently. Get vaccinated when it’s your turn and follow local guidance. The virus can spread 
from an infected person’s mouth or nose in small liquid particles when they cough, sneeze, 
speak, sing or breathe. These particles range from larger respiratory droplets to smaller aerosols. 
It is important to practice respiratory etiquette, for example by coughing into a flexed elbow, and 
to stay home and self-isolate until you recover if you feel unwell. 

This office has been working very hard with the state, schools, community members and local 
business in the fight against the COVID 19 pandemic. Throughout the pandemic and state of 
emergency, there were several mandates that required action by the local board of health to 
ensure the health and safety of all individuals. 

The Palmer Board of Health ran a ten town regional collaboration with Monson, Ludlow, 
Brimfield, Sturbridge, Holland, Wales, Wilbraham, West Brookfield, and Warren to administer 
COVID 19 vaccinations to the all residents of the Commonwealth. We hosted this dispensary at 
the old Converse Middle School. During the clinics we were able to offer all three vaccines 
(Moderna, Pfizer and Jansen.) 


Complaint Enforcement and Investigation: 
The Massachusetts Sanitary Code, Chapter 11 Minimum Standards of Fitness for Human 


Habitation provides detailed standards for safe and sanitary housing. All persons should be 
afforded a suitable housing environment. Inspections are done upon request for compliance or 
when a complaint is received. The Board of Health also investigates all nuisances, unsanitary 
conditions, sources of filth, housing violations, and causes of sickness within the town. This year 
we investigated over 500 complaints. 


Abandoned Housing Initiative: 
Blighted properties, abandoned by their owners in residential areas, create safety hazards, attract 


crime and lower property values. The Attorney General’s Office (AGO) Abandoned Housing 
Initiative uses the enforcement authority of the State Sanitary Code to turn these properties 
around. Working in close partnership with the AGO we continue to seek out delinquent owners 
of abandoned residential property and encourage them to voluntarily repair their properties and 
make them secure. If owners refuse, then with the assistance of the AGO attorneys we petition 
the relevant court to appoint a receiver to bring the property up to code. 

The Board of Health also adopted regulations for the Maintenance of Abandoned, Foreclosing, 
and Foreclosed residential properties in town. As part of these regulations, owners are required to 
register and maintain these properties as they would non-vacant properties. 


Title 5: 

Sanitary sewage disposal is closely regulated to ensure the health and wellbeing of the 
community. The Department of Environmental Protection (DEP) regulates the surface disposal 
of sanitary sewage known as Title 5 of the State Environmental Code. Title 5 establishes 
minimum statewide standards for the design, use, siting and construction of septic systems. The 
Board of Health’s role is to enforce the Title 5 regulations by reviewing preliminary plans for 
siting and design, witness percolation tests, act upon applications for permits to install, modify 
and repair septic systems, inspect septic installations, repairs and upgrades and order corrective 
measures when violations are found. To ensure proper septic system construction and handling 
of pumped sewage the Board of Health requires annual permits for septage disposal installers 
and sewage haulers. 


Wells: 

Private well permits are required to provide for the protection of the public health, safety welfare 
and the environment by, among other things, requiring the proper siting, construction and testing 
of private wells. Palmer requires private drinking wells be tested at the time of property transfer 
to ensure the drinking water is within the acceptable limits to prevent disease and illness. 


Food Service: 

The Board issues licenses and inspects all food establishments under 105 CMR 590.000: State 
Sanitary Code Chapter X — Minimum Sanitation Standards for Food Establishments. The food 
establishments are inspected twice a year for facility cleanliness, food safety, food security, 
consumer protection and up-to-date certifications. All foodborne illness reports are immediately 
investigated. 


Animal Control and Animal Inspector: 
Our Animal Control Officer/Animal Inspector, Sydney Plante, along with Assistant Animal 


Control Officer Cassandra Florence investigate animal control related issues in Palmer, Monson 
and Ware. These incidents include loose domestic animal (dogs, cats, horses, chickens, pigs, 
goats, donkeys, sheep, ferrets, cows), nuisance complaints, trapping of ferrell cats, animal bites, 
possible exposure to rabies from domestic and wild animals (bats, racoons, skinks, opossums), 
quarantines as needed and conduct annual barn inspections. This year they have responded to 
over 640 animal calls just in Palmer alone. 


Communicable Disease Control: 

The Massachusetts Bureau of Communicable Disease Control requires the Board of Health to 
conduct a disease surveillance follow-up investigation for all notifications of a confirmed or 
unconfirmed communicable disease event in the Town. Palmer is in the Massachusetts Virtual 
Epidemiologic Network — (MAVEN). MAVEN is a web based disease surveillance and case 
management system that enables the Massachusetts Department of Public Health to capture and 
transfer appropriate public health, laboratory and clinical data efficiently and securely over the 
internet in real-time. 


Immunization: 

We are using the Massachusetts Immunization Information System (MIIS). The MIS contains 
online, secure and real-time immunization records for individuals across the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts. The goal of the MIIS is to give healthcare providers and families a tool to help 
ensure that all individuals are immunized based on the latest recommendations. Immunizations 
are a comerstone of public health. They have been ranked by the Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention (CDC) as one of the ten greatest public health achievements of the 20" Century. The 
Massachusetts Department of Public Health (MDPH) Immunization Program is committed to 
promoting the health of Massachusetts’s citizens by reducing the burden of vaccine preventable 
diseases that affect residents of the Commonwealth. 


Mass in Motion: 

Palmer has been a Mass in Motion community since September 2014. Mass in Motion is a 
statewide movement that promotes opportunities for healthy eating and active living in the places 
people live, learn, work and play. We also help residents think differently about what they eat 
and how much they move so they can make better choices to feel healthy and live well. 


Tobacco: 

With new trends in tobacco use and products we revised our current tobacco regulations for the 
Town. We implemented a flavor ban on all tobacco products, banned blunt wraps and increased 
the minimum age to buy these products to 21 years old. We continue to be a part of the Pioneer 
Valley Tobacco Control region and participate in bi-annual compliance checks with the state. 


Emergency Preparedness: 
Due to COVID 19, and a request from the Department of Public Health, we were required to 


rewrite our entire emergency preparedness plan for emergency dispensing. This plan was written 


in partnership with the Emergency Manager, William Bernat. We continue to develop and up- 
date our ALL-Hazards Emergency Dispensing and Shelter Plans. In the event of a natural 
disaster or a public health emergency we need to rely on our preparedness, plans, database of 
resources, equipment and personnel. 


Quaboag Regional Emergency Planning Committee: 


We are members of the Quaboag Regional Emergency Planning Committee. The REPC is 
committed to preserving the community and its resources by maintaining a Regional Hazardous 
Materials Plan to minimize the risk to public safety, health and property damage. 


Hampden County Health Coalition (HCHC): 


We are members of the Hampden County Health Coalition. The Coalition coordinates and 
collaborates with public health entities to improve and safeguard the quality of life for our 
residents and plan for natural and man-made disasters. The Coalition has implemented a Shared 
Public Health Nurse Assistance program with the Ludlow Public Health Nurse to address long- 
term unmet needs and service local public health gaps. 


Pioneer Valley Mosquito Control District (PVMCD): 


This year we have continued working with other communities and the State Reclamation and 
Mosquito Control Board. We work to serve our community by suppressing both nuisance and 
disease-carrying mosquito populations. Established by the State Reclamation and Mosquito 
Control Board (“SRB”) on October 18, 2017, in accordance with M.G.L. c. 252, the PYMCD 
provides mosquito control services to and is currently membership from municipalities in 
Franklin, Hampshire, and Hampden counties. The PVMCD falls under the oversight of the SRB, 
which sits within the Massachusetts Department of Agricultural Resources, and a five member 
board of Commissioners, appointed by the SRB. 


Drug and Needle Collection: 
The Board of Health and Palmer Police have permanent drop off kiosks for sharps and drug. The 


sharps container is located in the town hall and is available to the public during normal business 
hours. The drug drop off container is located in the lobby of the police station is available to the 
public during normal business hours. 


The Board and staff acknowledge and appreciate the assistance and cooperation of all Town 
Boards, Departments, Commissions and Community Organizations.

COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT DEPARTMENT 


Due to the COVID-19 pandemic, CDD staff worked from home for most of 2020 and into 
2021. Nonetheless, staff were very busy. In FY 2021, the Community Development 
Department (CDD) wrote applications, or was awarded funding for applications written 
earlier, for six grants, totaling $3,049,330. 


In August of 2019, the CDD awarded an FY 19 CDBG grant for $825,000 from the 
Massachusetts Department of Housing and Community Development (DHCD). Activities 
in this grant include a housing rehabilitation program, domestic violence prevention 
programs, a sidewalk improvement project on Fairview Street, and administrative funds. 
The CDD continued to work on the activities in this grant in FY 21. The Fairview Street 
sidewalk project was completed in July 2021. There are now new ADA-compliant 
sidewalks on the length of Fairview Street along the western side of the street. Flashing 
beacons and reflective crosswalks were added to aid pedestrian safety. Drainage issues 
were addressed, rain gardens were installed, and street trees were planted as part of the 
project. The original goal for the Housing Rehabilitation Program was to complete repairs 
on five projects. Because the Fairview Street sidewalk project came in under budget, we 
were able to increase that goal to seven units. Due to delays caused by the pandemic, the 
grant will not be completed until FY 22. 


In December 2019, the Town was awarded $50,000 from the Massachusetts Office on 
Disability towards the new bleachers at Legion Field. Due to delays caused by the 
pandemic, the project was not completed until 2021. 


In March 2020, an FY 20 CDBG application was submitted to DHCD. Due to the 
pandemic, the grant was not awarded until December 2020, which is several months later 
than an award was anticipated. Activities in this grant include a housing rehabilitation 
program, the design of Hryniewicz Park, a housing production plan, social services, and 
administrative funds. The social services included in the grant were the Palmer Domestic 
Violence Task Force, a domestic violence PATCH Advocate, and funding for Palmer 
residents to use the Quaboag Connector. Work on these activities will likely not be 
completed until 2022. 


In late spring 2020, DHCD released a special funding opportunity for CDBG-CV grants to 
help those who have been adversely impacted by COVID-19. A regional application was 
submitted on June 12, 2020 with Palmer acting as the lead community and including 
Belchertown, Hampden, Hardwick, Ludlow, Monson, and Ware. A total of $882,871 was 
awarded including $700,000 for microenterprise assistance and $88,278 for social services. 
The social services include grab and go meals and grab bags with essential items at the 
Hampden and Palmer Senior Centers, delivery services at Palmer Senior Center, grab and 
go meals at Palmer Schools over the summer, and funding for food pantries in Hampden, 
Hardwick, and Ludlow. Additionally, Palmer joined in the regional application lead by the 
Town of Ware for domestic violence prevention services. The social service programs were 


completed by March 2021. The microenterprise assistance program is ongoing. Due to the 
complex regulations for the program, the application process for businesses is quite 
onerous, making the funds difficult to distribute. 


In October 2020 the CDD applied to the Massachusetts Office on Disability for $201,459 
to correct all interior ADA issues at the library. Due to limited funding, our application was 
not approved. Also, in October 2020, the CDD submitted an application to the EPA for a 
Brownfield Assessment Grant. We applied for the maximum amount of $300,000 to create 
an inventory of potentially contaminated brownfield sites in Town and to complete 
preliminary analyses (Phase I and II assessments) on key sites. Unfortunately, our 
application was not funded. Upon receiving feedback on our application, the Town will 
determine if it would be worthwhile to apply again. 


In November 2020, the Town was awarded $15,000 from the Massachusetts Attorney 
General’s Office for a Natural Gas Fuel Assistance Program. Unfortunately, there appears 
to be little interest from residents in these funds and only one award has been made to date. 
It is hoped that as the heating season begins again later in 2021 that there will be more 
demand for these funds and we will be able to fully expend the grant. 


COVID-19 has delayed some CDD projects and grant awards, but overall has not had a 
significant negative impact on the office.

PALMER COUNCIL ON AGING 


The mission of the Palmer Council on Aging/Senior Center is to identify the total needs of the 
senior population, to promote and encourage new and existing activities, to provide services and 
education to enhance the quality of life for elders and to assist elders to age with dignity and 
independence. Senior Center staff is obliged to create an atmosphere that acknowledges the 
value of human life, affirms the dignity and self-worth of the older adult participant, and 
maintains a climate of respect, trust, and support. Within this atmosphere, the staff creates 
opportunities for older adults to apply their wisdom, experience, and insight and to exercise their 
skills.

Even though the center was closed due to COVID-19 we were able to provide a broad range of 
services to Palmer’s 60+ populations during the Fiscal period July 1, 2020, thru June 30, 2021. 
The 2010 Census shows that there are 2,496 senior citizens in the Villages of Palmer. Of the 
2,496 Senior Citizen’s of Palmer, approximately 1,066 unduplicated elders received a direct or 
in-direct service from the Council on Aging. We still were able to distribute 12 issues of the 
Senior Center Newsletter. 


The senior center officially re-opened on September 1, 2021. To care for the physical needs of 
our 60+ population, cholesterol, glucose, and blood pressure screenings will be available weekly 
with Donna Brown, RN, who volunteers her services. We will continue to provide audiology 
screenings, foot care, massage therapy, and exercise programs. To meet the social needs, we 
continue with card playing, marathon bingo, adult coloring, dominoes, Wii games, movies, 
cribbage, weekly pitch, painting class, crafts class, and pool playing. We will continue with our 
breakfast social once a month and invite other Department Heads from the town hall including 
Town Manager so the seniors can chat, express concerns, and ask questions as needed of each 
department. 


Last fiscal period we were not able to have our Annual BBQ but as I write this report, we are 
planning to have it September 10, 2021, at Pulaski Park in Three Rivers. The center also has 
made a conscious choice, related to COVID that all the annual celebrations (inside) between 
September through December will be postponed until 2022 and we will keep our senior 
community updated as we move through the next four months. 


Outreach continues to be a much needed and utilized service to the elders of Palmer. There were 
636 unduplicated seniors who were served through outreach. A total of 3972 duplicated service 
units; including but not limited to home & office consultation, phone consultation, fuel 
assistance, Knox boxes, housing, family support, insurance, nutrition, cell phone, medical, 
homecare, nursing home, elder abuse, utilities, support services, etc. 

Outreach Coordinator is S.H.I.N.E. certified and helped numerous elders with health insurance. 
We will continue to provide a free S.H.I.N.E. Counselor from the Springfield Agency twice a 
month and Lawyer once monthly. 


We provided Grab and Go meals throughout the pandemic on Monday, Tuesday, and Thursday. 
We served a total of 7868 meals through this program. Grab and Go meals was provided by 
Greater Springfield Senior Services, Inc. During this time, the Council on Aging continued to 
provide supportive services to homebound elders. With our Home Meals program, which is 
provided five days a week, a total of 10,386 meals were delivered. 


We continued to provide transportation services for the Villages of Palmer elders. This past 
Fiscal period we serviced 318 unduplicated passengers, with a total of 802 rides. Starting 
September 1, 2021, transportation will be back in-service like pre-COVID days with only mask 
required. 


There were no changes in the distribution of Brown Bags, even though we were closed for a few 
months. We distributed 1300 this past fiscal year to seniors as part of the Western MA Food 
Bank Program for seniors. Thirty seniors once again received fresh vegetables from the Farm 
share Program, part of the Community Involved in Sustaining Agriculture at no cost. They 
received $10.00 per week worth of fresh vegetables for 10 weeks provided by D & R Farms from 
Hampden, MA. We distributed 58 Farmers Market Coupons valued at $25.00. 


The center received over 2000 calls for the COVID vaccine the month of February into March 
2021, we created a data base to help service these calls. We had 487 that were (75+ seniors), 480 
where between the ages of (65-74) and 484 where (65 and younger). The center completed our 
lists of those who wanted the vaccine and needed it, we were able to schedule 1,451 participants 
for the Covid Vaccine as of April 2021 


We had seven volunteers with a total of 500.0 volunteer hours donated to the Senior Center, 
which is valued $ 7,498.50 worth of service according to Elder Affairs. THANK YOU!! A total 
of $ 39,386 was received in grant monies during the FY21 fiscal year for various uses. I would 
like to thank all the staff, volunteers, Council on Aging Board Members and The Friends of 
Palmer Senior Center for all the work that they do all year. The Friends of Palmer Senior Center 
donate their time and fundraise to assist the center with program’s and purchased items for the 
center. They gave a total of $ 2964.00 to the Council on Aging in FY21 THANK YOU!!

DEPARTMENT OF VETERAN SERVICES 


In the beginning of FY21, July 1“, 2020, the number of M.G.L. Chapter 115 Veterans Benefits 
active clients started at 35. Throughout FY21 we saw an initial increase in the number of clients 
in need of financial assistance. In August of 2020 we saw an increase of two (2) clients, due to 
outreach efforts, which quickly declined back to a total of 33 in January. At the beginning of the 
COVID-19 Pandemic, we had 32 active clients receiving Ch115 Veterans Benefits, which 
declined to 29, due to the passing of a few veterans, by the end of FY22, June 30, 2021. 


Below outlines the number of MGL Ch115 Veterans Benefits Recipients by month: 


FY21 # of CH115 Clients by Month 
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The approved FY21 Budget allocated $345,000.00 for Veterans Benefits, and due to the decrease 
in clients and the beginning of the COVID-19 Pandemic, we were under spent of the budgeted 
amount allocated by $87,166.08. The average monthly expenditure on Veterans Benefits was 
$21,486.16, with a total amount expended during FY21 of $257,833.92. 


Below outlines the number of MGL Ch115 Veterans Benefits expended by month: 


FY21 - Veterans Benefits Expended by Month 
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The Massachusetts Department of Veterans Services (DVS) reimburses the Town 75% of the 
annual amount expended, which equals $193,375.44. This reimbursement is dispersed_on a 
quarterly basis throughout the year. It is important to note the Town will only receive 


reimbursement if the Veteran Service Officer (VSO) remains in compliance and certified, 
otherwise the Town will only receive reimbursement at a rate of 50%. 

In contrast to the expense paid on MGL Ch115 Veterans Benefits, it is just as important to note 
that as of October 2, 2019, 224 veterans, surviving spouses and family members receive a 
monthly Department of Veterans Affairs (VA) award based on eligibility and service criteria.

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Compensation Survivor Pension 


VA Award Category Definitions: 
Disability Compensation: is a tax free monetary benefit paid to Veterans with disabilities that are 


the result of a disease or injury incurred or aggravated during active military service. 
Compensation may also be paid for post-service disabilities that are considered related or 
secondary to disabilities occurring in service and for disabilities presumed to be related to 
circumstances of military service, even though they may arise after service. Generally, the 
degrees of disability specified are also designed to compensate for considerable loss of working 
time from exacerbations or illnesses. 

Veterans Pension: Tax-free monetary benefit payable to low-income wartime Veterans. 
Survivor Pension - Dependency and Indemnity Compensation (DIC): is a tax free monetary 
benefit paid to eligible survivors of military Service members who died in the line of duty or 
eligible survivors of Veterans whose death resulted from a service-related injury or disease. 
Death Pension: Tax-free monetary benefit payable to a low-income, un-remarried surviving 
spouse and/or unmarried child(ren) of a deceased Veteran with wartime service. 

Although the data is from mid-year of CY18, it displays that the Veterans Services’ Department 
has taken an active role to transition qualifying low income veterans from MGL Ch115 Veterans 
Benefits to Federal VA Benefits. Additionally the monthly award amount is spent within our 
local community and provides veterans and surviving family members with sustainable income 
to maintain their quality of life. 

In closing, it is important to note that the Veterans Agent here in Town takes an active role to 
explore all available federal and state benefits, and works with service members, veterans and 
their surviving family members to explore which benefits they qualify for and assists them 
directly with applying for the benefit. The Veterans Agent is a proud member of both the 
Western Massachusetts Veteran Services Officers Association (WMVSOA), the Massachusetts 
Veteran Service Officers Association (MVSOA), as well as a consecutively elected member of 
the MVSOA Executive Board (E-Board) and Committee Member of the State Veteran Services 
Officers Training and Legislative Committees.

Mission Statement 


A commitment to the citizens of the Town of Palmer to create a proactive partnership and, 
through unity, attain a high quality of life for all citizens in a safe, peaceful environment; policing 
our community and ourselves to ensure respect and fairness to all and integrity and 
professionalism in all that we do. 


Vision Statement 


To optimize the efficient use of police resources, the Palmer Police Department maintains a 
balance between responding quickly and professionally to all forms of crime, emergencies, and 
quality of life concerns while also actively engaging the community we serve in setting priorities 
for the department as well as collaborating on problem solving and crime prevention efforts and 
approaches. Recognizing that quality of life begins with public safety, the members of the Palmer 
Police Department shall continue to form lasting and successful partnerships with other law 
enforcement, government and, civic agencies to address all crime and disorder issues. In doing so, 
we will continue be guided by the Department’s core values of Respect, Dignity, Integrity and 
Faimess in all our future endeavors. 


Values Statement 


The members of the Palmer Police Department are dedicated police professionals committed to 
the community we serve, sensitive to the needs and wants of our citizens, holding ourselves 
accountable to the highest standards of excellence and integrity and treating all citizens that we 
encounter with respect and dignity. 


Calls for Service 


From July 1, 2020, through June 30, 2021, the Palmer Police Department answered 
approximately 18,155 calls for service, which included 1,744 medical related calls. From these 
calls, 1,316 criminal offenses were recorded and investigated. Additionally, 506 individuals were 
arrested /summoned / taken into custody, 1,176 incident reports were completed, 740 traffic 
citations were issued for 1,382 violations. There were 286 traffic crashes, involving 552 
operators/occupants, resulting in injuries to 105 individuals. The use of Alcohol or 


drugs by the operator was suspected in 35 of those crashes. No fatal accidents were reported 
during this period. A statistical report of the year’s activity follows this report. 


The department has an authorized strength of 22 full time and 12 Reserve/Special police officers. 
Our Dispatch Center is staffed by 7 full time and 3 part time 911 Emergency Telecommunications 
Dispatchers who provide 24/7 coverage for the police department, the towns three fire 
departments and the Palmer Ambulance Service. An additional 3 part time/per diem civilian 
employees provide support services to the daily operations of the police department. Our 
Emergency Telecommunications Dispatchers are certified by the state of Massachusetts as 
Enhanced 911 Telecommunicators and certified in Emergency Medical Dispatcher (EMD). This 
certification provides the opportunity to identify the complaint, triage the severity of the situation 
and begin providing pre- arrival, life-saving medical instructions to the caller before First 
Responders arrive on scene. 


Grants Received 
The department received the following grants during this reporting period: 


9-1-1 Training Grant (State 911 Department) - $33,850. awarded. Through this program, 
governmental entities hosting primary Public Safety Answering Points (PSAPs) are eligible to 
receive reimbursement for training related costs associated with the 9-1-1 system. Awards are 
based on a rounded formula of 9-1-1 calls received and population served. 


PSAP Support and Incentive Grant (State 911 Department) - $50,276. awarded. The purpose of 
the State 911 Department Public Safety Answering Point (PSAP) and Regional Emergency 
Communications Center (RECC) 

Support and Incentive Grant is to assist PSAPs and regional emergency centers in providing 


enhanced 911 services and to encourage the development of regional PSAPs, regional secondary 
PSAPs and regional emergency communication centers. 

9-1-1 Emergency Medical Dispatch Grant - $600.00 to cover Fees for EMD medical director 
review and approval of emergency medical dispatch quality assurance program. 


Bureau of Justice Assistance Grant - Bulletproof Vest Partnership - $4,920.00 The purpose of this 
grant is to provide funding for Tactical-level body armor uniquely fitted for primary wear by 
individual officers. 


Hampshire HOPE Drug Addiction and Recovery Team (DART) — Technical Assistance Grant - 
$4,000.00 awarded. The purpose of this grant is to designate Palmer Police personnel to act as a 
liaison to Hampshire 


Hope to provide interagency communications and record all outreach engagements to facilitate, 
document and manage interagency activity with participants in the DART and Hampshire HOPE 
program. 


Hampshire HOPE Drug Addiction and Recovery Team (DART) — Supplies & Services Grant - 
$5,000. 

The purpose of this grant is to provide training of personnel and establishment of Palmer Police 
Department DART Team that will provide substance use related outreach to overdose victims or 


high-risk substance users and their families in a timely manner. This outreach may be in 
partnership with Recovery Coaches, Harm Reductionists, clinicians and DART Team Officers. 


Edward Byrne Memorial Justice Assistance Grant (JAG) - $31,200.00 — The purpose of this grant 
is to purchase Body-worn Camera equipment or to implement or enhance Body-Worn Camera 
programs. 


Safe Policing Certification 


On June 7, 2021, the department was certified by Massachusetts Police Accreditation 
Commission and the United States Department of Justice for meeting standards for Certification 
on Safe Policing for Safe Communities pursuant to the Presidential Executive order of June 16, 
2020, Executive Order # 13929. This certification confirms that the Palmer Police Department 
maintains policies that adhere to applicable federal, state and local laws prohibiting the use of 
chokeholds, except in situations where the use of deadly force is allowed by law. Additionally, 
the department maintains policies that adhere to law enforcement best practices as it relates Use 
of Force, Use of Force termination, Duty to Intervene, De-escalation and provision of appropriate 
medical care.

Department Operations 


New to the Palmer Police Department this year is the Office of Professional Standards (OPS). 
This function was created to effectively and efficiently meet the strict standards associated with 
certification and full accreditation of the Police Department by the Massachusetts Police 
Accreditation Commission, as well as meet the requirements of Massachusetts Police Reform. 
The Office of Professional Standards (OPS) is responsible for maintaining the high level of 
professional conduct within the police department. As such, the Office of Professional Standards 
is responsible for processing and investigation of complaints against the department and its 
personnel. Additionally, the Professional Standards function has responsibility for recruitment of 


new personnel, training and development of existing personnel, review of use of force incidents, 
review of department policy & procedure, and review of rules and regulations. 


Timely feedback from the public is a critical component to the successful evaluation of our 
performance in the community. The Palmer Police Department is committed to providing the 
best police service possible, your assistance is essential if we are to succeed in this goal. If you 
have questions or comments concerning our operational procedures, or recommendations on how 
we can improve our service, you may contact the police department and offer your suggestions. 
To be responsive to the needs of our community, we encourage citizen input. Your constructive 
comments about our service, good or bad, will help us to improve and achieve our goal of 
providing the highest quality police service possible. 


New Programs 
The following new programs have been implemented in FY 2021 and yield positive results: 


DART Team 

The Palmer Police Department partnered with Hampshire Hope in March of 2020 to begin 
providing support services for those at risk of opioid overdose. Due to COVID-19, the start of this 
program was delayed until July of 2020. The Drug Addiction and Recovery Team (DART) is a 
free service that supports people who are at risk for an opioid overdose or, family members 
affected by overdose. Members of DART are specially trained recovery coaches, harm reduction 
specialists, and police officers who provide access to harm reduction tools, such as NARCAN and 
safety plans for use. We also provide connections to community resources, as well as short or 
long-term recovery support. This program has been very successful, providing outreach to 65 
individuals and families in 2020 and, more than 73 individuals and families thus far in 2021. 


Crisis Intervention Team (CIT) 

The Palmer Police Department Crisis Intervention program is designed to improve police 
response to mental health crises, help individuals with mental health and substance use conditions 
access behavioral health services rather than enter the criminal justice system, and promote safety 
for the individual and police officers. The program is designed to promote collaboration among 
law enforcement, mental health and substance use professionals, advocates, and people with lived 
experience and their families. Key components of CIT programs include accessible crisis systems, 
40-hour training curriculum for law enforcement and other first responders, behavioral health 
staff training, and direct participation by people with lived experience. 


Behavioral Health Network (BHN) Co-Response Program 

In October of 2020 the Palmer Police Department partnered with Behavioral Health Network 
(BHN) to provide a co-response program utilized when responding to mental health related calls. 
This program provides a clinical co-response to the Towns of Palmer, Monson, Wilbraham, 
Ludlow Belchertown and Ware. BHN personnel are based at Palmer Police Department Monday 
thru Friday from 1200 p.m. to 8:00 p.m. They provide an immediate, front-line response to any 
mental health crisis that police may encounter. This response is available to individuals of all 
ages who are experiencing a behavioral health crisis, regardless of insurance. 


Body-worn Camera Program 


In October of 2020 the Palmer Police Department applied for grant funding to start a Body-Worn 
Camera program. The department received a grant award of $31,200.00. This award will aid in 
the purchase of thirty 

(30) Body-Worn cameras and, the start-up costs associated with this program. The vendor for this 
program has 


been selected. The cameras and associated equipment have been ordered. We anticipate that the 
Body-Worn camera program will be operational by the end of September 2021. 


Note of Thanks 


I would like to thank members of our community for their continued support and encouragement. 
The individuals and businesses in this community have been exceptional as we navigate through 
the difficult times presented by the COVID-19 Pandemic. We are very fortunate to work in such 
a great community. I would also like to thank Town Manager Ryan McNutt and the Palmer 
Town Council members for their ongoing support. I am grateful for the strong partnerships we 
have formed with the Palmer Public Schools, Pathfinder Regional High School, Palmer Board of 
Health, Palmer Department of Public works, Palmer Ambulance Service and the Palmer, Three 
Rivers and Bondsville Fire Departments. We thank you for your assistance and cooperation 
throughout the year. 


I would also like to thank the civilian, sworn and volunteer members of the Palmer Police 
Department for their service to the community. I am at a loss for words that adequately express 


my deepest gratitude for their dedication and professionalism as they work tirelessly to keep our 
community safe.

Department of Public Works 


Department of Public Works Annual Report — 2021 
The Palmer Department of Public Works herewith submits its annual report for 2021. 


In the summer months, crews concentrate their efforts on roadside mowing, street sweeping, pothole 
patching, painting crosswalks, stop lines and turn arrows in all four villages. 


Many failing structures such as manholes, catch basins and drop inlets continue to be rebuilt through 
the spring summer and fall months. 


The following project requests through Chapter 90 funding were approved: 


e Sections of roadway were resurfaced along Shearer Street and West Ware Street, Palmer. 

e Reconstruction was done along sections of Nipmuck Street, Allen Street, Wilbraham Street, 
Emery Street and Hillside Drive in Palmer. 

e Drainage reconstruction was done along Center Street, River Street and High Street Thorndike. 

e Roadway reconstruction was done along North Main Street and Randall Street Palmer. 

Eight snow storms hit out town beginning on December 5, 2020. The most significant snow event 
“Orlena” which was registered as a “N’easter” on February 1, 2021 dumped ten inches of snow. The 
last late-season storm consisting of heavy wet snow registered six inches in Palmer on April 16, 2021. 
Nine ice storms sent our fleet of sanders out to treat roads to insure safety for the next morning’s 
commute of motorists, emergency personnel and school buses. A total of 3,390.48 tons of salt was 
ordered during this time frame. 


Through Municibid, which is a convenient and easy way to use online auction service for 
government agencies, schools, authorities and utilities to sell their surplus directly to the public, the 
town of Palmer was able to take in approximately $35,000.00 in revenue between scrap metal and old 
vehicles. 


Through the town’s Capital Improvement Plan, the highway division purchased a new road side 
mower and the park division purchased a new dump truck. 


In April, many town residents took advantage of seeing new bleachers being constructed at Legion 
Field accented with Palmer Panther’s blue! 


Dave Handzel, Superintendent of the Park Division of the DPW strives to keep all twenty five town 
fields and parks, school grounds and play park areas in town looking their best for all sporting events 
and children and families to enjoy. 


Jeff Pardo, foreman of the Cemetery Division of the DPW continues to work diligently as caretaker 
to maintain all town cemeteries to look their best especially for Memorial and Veteran’s Day. 


At this time I would like to thank all town departments and personnel that have assisted me and the 
Department of Public Works throughout the year.

Palmer water pollution control facility 


Capital improvements at our facilities and collection system continues annually. 


As the treatment plant and 10 pumping stations are approaching 40 years of service, repairs and/or 
replacement to the roofs and dewatering equipment are the major items that are in process of 
finding funds to get these projects started. New level controllers were installed in pump stations 
1-4. New controllers to measure the amount of polymer and odor control that are used during the 
dewatering process. New plant water pump was installed. New Muffin Monster sewage grinders 
replaced old, outdated grinders at pumping stations 1 &2 


We received a grant of $211,000 to create an Asset Management plan for the treatment plant, sewer 
collection system and the storm water system. This work is ongoing. 

We have started a rate study evaluation so we can better understand where the sewer rate needs to 
be adjusted to continue to make repairs and improvements to the treatment plant and the 10 
pumping stations. 


The cost of sludge disposal has increased as the closing of area landfills increase trucking cost 
from our contractor. New equipment for dewatering is being discussed and how to pay for it 


New regulations from the U.S.EPA Municipal Separate Storm Sewer System (MS4) that pertain 
to storm water is being labor intensive beyond what was initially determined. The WPCF has 
become part of the town wide team to tackle these new unfunded mandates. The year 4 report is 
due on September 28th 


I would like to thank my staff at the wastewater treatment plant and the entire DPW for their 
dedication, cooperation, and professionalism that they demonstrate daily, especially for working 
throughout the Covid-19 pandemic.

PALMER PUBLIC LIBRARY 


Due to COVID 19 much of the library’s services and programming looked dramatically different 
in FY21. The library was closed to the public for most of the year, but worked hard to make sure 
that members of the community still received materials, services, and programming. It was a 
tough, uncertain, year but we did our best to help as many people as we could as we all navigated 
through the new normal. 


Outreach 

In order to make sure that patrons received the materials and services they needed, we developed 
and implemented a curbside pick-up system in the beginning of FY21 and stepped up our 
outreach delivery and pick-up program. Members of the community could call, email, or request 
materials through our online catalog and staff would pull the books, check them out to patrons 
and then call to arrange a pick-up time. Items were then placed in a paper bag and set out at the 
agreed upon time for the patron to collect. Borrowers Services Librarian, Richard Clark and 
Circulation Assistant, Michelle LaRose developed the system which kept patrons and staff safe, 
and worked tirelessly to meet the demand. 


We advertised our Outreach Van services and increased the number of patrons who had materials 
delivered to their doorstep. Outreach Services Librarian, Sandra Burke, made sure that patrons 
who could not leave their homes, got their books, movies, and music, safely. We were pleased 
that many new patrons took us up on our offer to help keep them safe, by coming to them and 
delivering their requested materials. 


We teamed up with the Health Department to coordinate and deliver food to town residents who 
were COVID positive and needed to quarantine for 14 days. With the help of a state program, 
and in collaboration with the Palmer Fire Department, library staff delivered boxes of food 
prepared by the National Guard to families and residents who had to stay home to keep others 
safe. 


In addition to providing materials like books, movies, and audio books via curbside pick-up we 
also provided curbside scanning, printing, and copying for patrons who needed to send or copy 
important documents. We also provided tax documents free of charge available through curbside 
pickup. 


We did our best to keep the public updated with our efforts and events by stepping up our social 
media presence on Facebook and Instagram. Interim Director, Stephanie Maher, appeared on 
MPACT to promote services and reassure the public that we were still there to help in any way 
we could. And Adult Services Librarian, Amy Golenski and Collection Development Librarian, 
Helene O’Connor created an original tutorial video to help patrons with making requests and 
getting in touch with library staff featuring quite a few of the staff’s adorable pets! 


Programming 


For FY21 all of our programming was virtual programming. We were lucky to have some great 
community partners to help promote programming and work together to keep our community 


informed and entertained. We worked with MPACT, The Palmer Monson Family Network, and 
The Palmer Historical and Cultural Center. 


Amy Golenski, Adult Services Librarian lined up some really great programming this year. 
Including a book talk about the Quabbin with New York Times bestselling author, Michael 
Tougas. Other programming included, wellness expert Peg Doyle who gave a talk on managing 
stress and cultivating calm, author E. Dolores Johnson, author of Say I’m Dead: A Family 
Memoir of Race, Secrets, and Love, and a speaker from the David Ruggles Center for History 
and Education in Florence, MA who talked about the abolitionist movement in Western, MA and 
the underground railroad. Amy also provided craft kits for curbside pick-up. 


The Youth Services Department provided hundreds of craft packets to families and kids, as well 
as providing weekly programming on our Palmer Public Library Youth Services Youtube 
channel. Programming included Mr. Meadow’s Garden, where Assistant Youth Services 
Librarian, Daniel Meadow talked about science, nature, gardening, music, and books. Mr. 
Meadow also provided story time programming with his series, “Look A Book!” Special guests 
on the channel included local author and illustrator, David Hyde Costello who provided art and 
storytelling programs that were interactive and gave kids the opportunity to collaborate with the 
artist. Our Story Board series gave a behind the scenes peek at how to create your own story, 
complete with illustrations and a soundtrack. Youth Services Librarian, Angela Sanches, made 
sure that all our favorite performers were still booked during the summer reading program, 
“Imagine Your Story.” The Toe Jam Puppet Band, The Tanglewood Marionettes, and Acrobat 
LiLui, all graced the Youtube channel for a limited time. Many families participated in our 
virtual trivia nights that included themes like Harry Potter and All Things Disney. 


Young Adult Librarian Bridget Kennedy stayed in touch with her teen patrons through virtual 
book club, writer’s club, and Teen Advisory Board meetings. With the help of local wellness 
coach Julie Manning, Bridget offered virtual cooking classes on quick, easy, healthy meals. 
Bridget also provided hundreds of craft packets and even filmed her own craft tutorials. Every 
few days a teen would take over the Library’s Instagram page and provide a review on a book or 
movie throughout the winter. 


And despite the fact that it looked much different, we still had hundreds of Summer Reading 
participants who were able to track their reading through our Beanstack website. Participants still 
got to pick up t-shirts and book prizes.

Personnel and Volunteers 


Eleanor Szlachetka, Nancy Bauer, and the rest of the Friends of the Palmer Public Library team 
kept our Library Loft bookstore running on Park Street. The proceeds from book sales at the Loft 
enable us to provide quality youth programming, and we could not do it without their help. There 
is quite a team of volunteers who manage and take care of the Loft with Eleanor and Nancy. 


Library Association and Board of Directors 

The Annual Meeting took place in October, bringing together the staff, the Board of Directors 
and the Library Association via Zoom. This year the board honored two long time Library Board 
of Directors members who were integral to the success of the library and who had passed away. 
Stanley Skowyra and Sandy Nichols worked tirelessly as board members, volunteers, and 
advocates for the Palmer Public Library. Both played major roles in the fundraising efforts and 
design of the building in 2005. They were both beloved by the staff and the Palmer Public 
Library Association. Both Stanley and Sandy grew up in Palmer and their efforts to create 
community and help their neighbors stretched well beyond their work at the library. Stanley and 
Sandy’s family members were in attendance at the meeting as Mike Moran, Library Board of 
Directors Emeritus, gave a moving tribute to both of them. 


The Association voted to approve the Director’s report and the financial report. The Association 
also voted to approve the appointment of Jessie Alt as President of the Board of Directors, Fay 
Halsall as Vice President of the Board of Directors, Jan Marciniec, as Secretary of the Board of 
Directors, and Mary Rogers as Treasurer of the Board of Directors. The Library Association also 
welcomed new Association members. 


The Library Board of Directors also, approved, and posted an Anti-Racism statement which can 
be found on the library’s website. They also updated their Mission and Vision Statements to 
include language that aligned better with the long term goals of the Association. 


Patron Use of the Library 

Assistant Director, Matthew DeCara proposed to the Library Board of Directors to extend our 
fine-free policy to all Palmer Public Library materials. This includes, movies, Speed Reads, and 
kits. This is a shift in policy that is quickly becoming the norm in public libraries. The Palmer 
Public Library joins over 70 other public libraries in the state who have abolished fines for 
overdue items.

Collections 


The staff continued to use the Evergreen Acquisitions program this year. Helene O’Connor, 
Angela Sanches, Dan Meadow, Bridget Kennedy, Amy Golenski, Victoria Knolton, and Ashley 
Ngan all played a part in the Acquisitions process. The Evergreen Acquisitions Program allows 
patrons to see items that are on order in our catalog, which gives them a glimpse of the newest 
materials being added to our collections. Sandy Burke, our Technical Services/Outreach 
Librarian, makes sure that all materials are processed, covered, and labeled correctly before they 
make it to the shelves. The hard work of all these librarians means we can provide our 
community with the books, DVDs, video games, and music they want most! 


Due to the closure of libraries across the state, the members of the CWMARS network voted to 
increase funding to purchase e-books and e-audio materials to meet the overwhelming demand. 
E-book checkouts and e-audio checkouts and holds dramatically increased in the spring of 2020. 
This resulted in our e-book collection increasing by close to 40,000 holdings and our e-audio 
collection increasing by about 7,000 titles.

In addition, our longstanding partnership with Top Floor Learning, a nonprofit adult 
literacy organization that offers tutoring, test prep, ESL classes, citizenship preparation, and 
basic computer literacy, is still going strong. All three organizations support each other and 
benefit from sharing a space. A member of the library staff continues to serve on the board of 
River East School-to-Career each year. 


The library strives to be an integral part of the Palmer Community and is always searching for 
new ways to provide services and collaborate with local businesses, civic organizations, and 
nonprofits to fit the needs of our patrons.

PALMER PUBLIC SCHOOLS -— 2020-2021 


The Palmer Public Schools hosted a hybrid learning platform to address the learning needs of students 
during the COVID-19 pandemic. Our shared vision states that “Palmer Public Schools will be a community 
that develops life-long learners by engaging in a rigorous curriculum which creates opportunities for 
academic and social/emotional growth of all students through a safe, supportive, and collaborative 
environment.” Through the district improvement plan, the district is guided by the following three key 
objectives: 1. Effective Instruction, 2. Engaged Learners, and 3. Rigorous Curriculum. All districtwide, and 
most school-based, initiatives are specifically selected to help meet these objectives 


Projected enrollment for the 21-22 School Year, including Old Mill Pond School (grades PK-5) and Palmer 
High Schools (6-12) is 1,190 students. The district has seen a significant increase in students opting for 
private school/homeschool due to the COVID-19 pandemic. 


Palmer High School 


The class of 2021 received their diplomas on June 6th at Legion Field. Seventy-eight seniors matriculated 
with 79% attending either a 4-year or a 2-year college, 32% immediately to a 4-year college, 47% to a 2- 
year college, 6% attending a technical/trade school, 2% entering the military and 13% heading to the 
workforce. May 15", seniors received gifts from families and local businesses. These were senior pictures 
on signs and they were displayed on the tennis court for everyone to enjoy. The top 21 seniors in the class 
were honored and recognized at the May school committee meeting. The senior banquet was held outside 
under a tent on the playground of Old Mill Pond. Thirty-five different local families, organizations, and 
businesses awarded scholarships to our seniors totaling more than $40,000. Athletic Awards were 
presented to seniors and underclassmen during graduation. 


Students and teachers worked very hard during the 2020-2021 school year, having to be flexible as the 
world constantly changed. In lieu of a traditional open house, PHS hosted a virtual open house in 
September. Each teacher sent a recorded video for families. The Advanced Placement Program continued 
to grow and flourish at Palmer High School, thanks to the partnership forged with the Mass. Math and 
Science Initiative (MMSIJ). There were 51 juniors and seniors enrolled taking 87 AP courses. This 
Sustaining Partnership Program offered teacher training by the College Board familiarizing our teachers 
with AP curriculum, advanced instructional practices, and current technologies. Though work-based 
experiences for our students were quite limited due to social distancing guidelines, our School-to-Career 
Program in partnership with the River East School-to-Career Program provided exploration and 
information about careers and future planning. 


Old Mill Pond Elementary School 


The beginning of the 2020-2021 school year looked very different from other years at Old Mill Pond 
Elementary School. Teachers began the school year with ten days of professional development focusing on 
delivering hybrid/remote instruction as well as the setting up of physically distant classrooms and 
implementation of additional health and safety protocols. Students were able to select a Hybrid Model or a 
Remote Model for instruction. Students opting for the Hybrid Model would attend school in person two 
days/week and virtually three days/week, while students selecting the Remote Model would attend school 
virtually five days/week. 


All students, teachers, and staff were provided with a Chromebook to allow for successful participation in 
virtual learning opportunities. A Remote Learning site was created to allow students easy access to their 
Google Classroom, where teachers would post assignments and engage with students in live lessons. 


Students at Old Mill Pond Elementary School were able to access online opportunities for learning through 
programs such as ST Math, Zearn, Khan Academy, Lexia, and Wonders, as well as direct teaching through 
Google Meet. 


Our PBIS (Positive Behavioral Interventions and Supports) Team was able to continue to provide support 
through the development of virtual Team Tickets and online PBIS Choice Days. Student expectations for 
virtual learning were developed and student data was tracked through the SWIS (School wide Information 
System) data system. 


Teachers and staff continued to participate in professional development opportunities throughout the school 
year, with a focus on ST Math implementation. ST Math is a PreK-8 visual instructional program that 
leverages the brain's innate spatial-temporal reasoning ability to solve mathematical problems. ST Math’s 
unique, patented approach provides students with equitable access to learning through challenging puzzles, 
non-routine problem solving, and informative feedback. Teachers were provided with training in how best 
to implement this program as well as how to use program data to respond to student learning needs. 


Throughout the year, Old Mill Pond continued to strive to meet the needs of all our learners, both hybrid 
and remote. Teachers continued to use benchmark data collected through DIBELS, STAR, and a Math 
Screener to determine student learning needs and provide targeted instruction. The Old Mill Pond 
Interventionists were able to provide Tier III support to students through Google Meet on a consistent basis, 
providing support to help lessen learning loss. 


Students were able to return to in person instruction on a full time basis in March of 2021. Teachers 
continued to provide instruction to students who remained remote through the end of the school year. This 
allowed for Old Mill Pond Elementary School to close the year with many exciting events including OMP 
Special Olympics, Field Day, Fifth Grade Step Up, and Kindergarten Graduation. All of these events 
were able to be held under a large tent that was set up on the OMP playground. 

As always, the teachers and staff at Old Mill Pond went above and beyond to meet the needs of each and 
every student throughout a very challenging year and we look forward to a positive year of learning as we 
enter the 2021-22 school year. 


Facilities 


The Facilities Department oversees the work performance of maintenance and custodial 
members in the school buildings and manages all capital improvements and projects in the buildings and 
on the school campus. 


The beginning of summer 2021 brought the Palmer Public Schools a step closer to returning to normalcy 
following the 2020/2021 school year, which was heavily impacted due to the COVID 19 pandemic. The 
end of school, along with a reduction of COVID cases in the community, allowed the facilities 
department to perform the necessary routine maintenance at both Old Mill Pond and Palmer High School. 
This also allowed larger projects to be completed, some of which were put on hold during the previous 
year. 


During the summer, much of the classroom furniture at both Old Mill Pond and Palmer High School was 
returned to its proper locations. Relaxed COVID recommendations from the state of Massachusetts have 


allowed a return of typical classroom furniture, such as tables for science and art, and additional 
supplemental classroom furniture such as file cabinets. 


Over the summer Fire Service Group completed their repair of the fire pump at Palmer High School. The 
pump was rebuilt and the pump room received a complete upgrade of the piping. The fuel tank that 
serves the pump was also replaced. The pump was put in full service at the end of August and a complete 
test of the system was performed. 


During Christmas Break 2020, all windows were repaired at Palmer High School. Each window received 
two new springs to assist with opening and closing the window. This project has drastically improved air 
flow and quality at the school, which is crucial during COVID. 


During Summer of 2021, Palmer High School received a complete upgrade of the Building Management 
System. This system controls all of the heat, air conditioning and lighting in the building and parking lot. 
The previous system was original to the building in 1991, and was in various states of disrepair. The new 
system will allow for more energy efficiency and a functioning, more reliable system for the HVAC and 
lighting. Palmer High School and Old Mill Pond have begun a lighting upgrade to update all the fixtures 
in both buildings to more efficient LED lighting. Palmer High School has completed Phase 1 of 3, while 
Old Mill Pond is almost done with Phase 1 of 2. These projects are expected to be completed by the end 
of FY 22. 


During Summer of 2021, Old Mill Pond Elementary School received new carpet in the Main Office, 
Library, and rooms C109 and C110. This project used funds that were not used from the previous carpet 
project at the school. Old Mill Pond also completed its Energy Management System Upgrade during 
Summer 2021, which brought the Gym, Main Office, and Cafeteria HVAC systems up to current 
technology standards. Also, all the hallway and parking lot lighting were upgraded to the new system. 


A priority for the Palmer Schools and Town of Palmer over the summer was to increase the attention that 
is paid to the grounds of the campus. A substantial amount of time was spent by the town highway 
department cutting back brush and overgrown branches around the campus. The school also 
commissioned Northern Tree to perform extensive tree trimming on campus to prevent trees and brush 
from becoming a hazard to the students and staff. 


As always, we cannot express enough how truly grateful we are to the other town departments who 
continually provide outstanding support, services and expertise. Special thanks to the Parks and Highway 
Departments for all they do year round with the grounds. Your efforts are very much appreciated. 


Student Services 


The Department of Student Services includes all special education programs, English as a Second Language 
Programs, home and hospital tutoring, and McKinney-Vento (homeless) and new student registration. The 
department is responsible for the screening and evaluation of children between the ages of 3 and 21 for 
possible special needs. In addition, the department is responsible for assessing students English Proficiency 
and providing appropriate services. 


The Palmer Public Schools are an Early Childhood through Grade 12 School District and is a member of 
the Pathfinder Regional Vocational-Technical School District. It offers a full range of programs for 
students with disabilities at all levels beginning with an integrated preschool and continuing services 
through graduation, including providing transition planning services for students who do not graduate with 
a diploma. The department provides an extensive array of supplemental support services including 
speech/language, occupational therapy, physical therapy, BCBA, social skills behavioral support services 


and school adjustment counseling. Services for low incidence (such as a Deaf or Blind) children are 
contracted annually as prescribed by the student’s Individual Educational Plans. 


Our Special Education enrollment is currently 226 students. The school system continues its effort, on the 
part of each of the schools, to meet children’s needs within the classroom in the least restrictive setting. 
When this is not possible, each school provides a variety of options to meet the needs of students while 
allowing them to remain in their own community. Programs at each level are available for students with 
language-based learning needs, Autism, intellectual impairments, health, vision, physical and emotional 
disabilities. Each school offers life skills curricula and support for social-emotional development with 
therapeutic supports. 


State and federal grants continue to assist in defraying some of the costs of special education. The Federal 
Special Education Grant 240 (94-142), funds the cost of instructional curricula, equipment, assistive 
technology needs, and contracted services. The State Early Childhood Grants, 262, provide Occupational 
Therapy supports, curriculum, assessment and screening services to children enrolled in private preschool 
programs and other early childhood age groups. 


From the Department of Student Services, the 2020-2021 school year was one of continued program 
improvement and development in the area of inclusion practices, professional development for teachers and 
paraprofessional staff, program design and curriculum. The district continues to be committed to bringing 
tiered systems of support, social emotional supports, an improved pre-referral process, enhanced structures 
and supports for IEP writing, inclusion practices, co-teaching strategies, and improved outcomes for our 
students with disabilities and our English language learners. This school year, with the onset of the Covid- 
19 pandemic, the Student Services Department developed Remote Learning Plans for every student on an 
IEP, and worked to provide a continuum of support for families for monitoring and promoting the 
engagement, well-being and success of every special education student and English language learner to the 
highest extent possible. 


The Department of Student Services also complies with DESE’s criteria and legal standards with respect 
to Educational Stability Procedures under the McKinney Vento Homeless Education (ESSA) Act. The 
Liaison is Colleen Culligan, Director of Student Services of the Palmer Public Schools. 


Summary 


During the 2020-2021 school year Palmer Public Schools was all but consumed with COVID-19. We 
began the year in on a hybrid platform and operated on this platform for the majority of the year before 
being allowed to return a somewhat traditional schedule although families had the opportunity to remain 
on a remote learning plan if they chose. We have continued placing additional focus and resources 
towards improving upon this status, and the district continues to reflect on the amazing progress reached 
thus far, with continued improvement expected. In 2019-2020 each school worked with Professional 
Development consultants to review and improve practices, curriculum alignment, climate, culture, and 
placed a special focus on improving literacy in grades K-12. The Instructional Leadership teams and 
Academic Council meets regularly to identify curriculum needs, assessment resources and improvement 
benchmarks for each school. 


The School Department budget continues to meet the minimum requirement for net school spending and 
expects to meet it again in FY22. Having been in throes of COVID-19, many budgetary decisions were 
affected. The projected revenue loss across the Commonwealth is expected to hinder any increase in state 
funding through Chapter 70. This coupled with the effects of the COVID-19 pandemic to the economy 
leaves a cloud of unknown in regards to budgets in the next few fiscal years. Thankfully, the town and 
schools will work together to meet the needs of our students in the most fiscally possible way. Grants and 


Special Education reimbursement programs continue to provide much needed supplemental funding; 
however, due to federal and state cutbacks, these sources are largely stagnant. The district continues to 
supplement tiered instruction with the Title 1 grant, providing opportunities for students to close 
achievement gaps. During the 2020-2021 school year, the district appropriated resources towards chronic 
absenteeism, students refusing to be on camera during remote learning, and identified resources to 
improve student attendance and participation during remote learning. The district hopes to support 
substance abuse awareness, including vaping, social emotional learning and supplement PBIS in both 
schools. In addition, FY 22 will focus on health and safety protocols, and support to our students and staff 
during the COVID-19 pandemic. 


The addition of a Charter School in Sturbridge continue to redirect funds away from the schools in the 
FY20 budget and it continues to remain a factor. School choice has remained level in regards to school 
choice in and continues to steadily increase in regards to school choice out of the district. We continue to 
offer therapeutic programs in the district and averaged 16.2 out of district students for the 2019-2020 
school year which keep costs down as we do not depend on out-of-district educational placements expect 
for exceptional circumstances. 


The School Committee, administration, faculty, and staff remain committed to the children of the Palmer 
Public Schools. We continue to make every effort to provide our students with a safe, clean and engaging 
school environment. We encourage parents, the community and businesses to join us as we serve our 
community of learners in the coming years.

PATHFINDER REGIONAL VOCATIONAL TECHNICAL HIGH SCHOOL DISTRICT 


The Pathfinder Regional Vocational Technical High School District Committee is pleased to present this 
report to the citizens of the nine-town District. In the 2020 state elections, incumbents David Droz 
(Palmer), Francesco Dell’Olio (Belchertown), David Kirk (Warren) and Jeffrey Nelson (Oakham) were re- 
elected. Martin Goulet (New Braintree) was appointed in September, 2020. Kathleen Barrett (Monson) 
resigned, leaving a still unfilled vacancy for Monson. Members remaining on the Committee are Julie 
Quink (Hardwick), Michael Cavanaugh (Palmer), Lorraine Alves (Belchertown), William Johnson 
(Granby), and Marie Barbara Ray (Ware). At the Reorganization Meeting, David Droz (Palmer) stepped 
down as Chairman, Julie Quink (Hardwick) was elected as Chairperson and Michael Cavanaugh (Palmer) 
was re-elected Vice-Chairman. Lorraine F. Alves (Belchertown) was re-elected Secretary. The new 
Student Member of the Committee chosen by the students is Lauren Tracy (Palmer). 


Although the format of this report is identical to previous years, the school committee is mindful that the 
latter half of 2020 was unlike any period in the school’s history. Following the closure of schools in mid- 
March by Governor Baker due to the Corona Virus outbreak, Pathfinder adhered strictly to all guidelines 
and protocols prescribed by the Department of Elementary & Secondary Education (DESE), the Center 
for Disease Control (CDC) and the local Board of Health. The school committee ultimately approved a 
hybrid model of instruction as well as a comprehensive Reopening Plan in the fall which may be found on 
the school’s website: www.pathfindertech, org. 


CURRICULUM 


Based on the most recent MCAS scores, Pathfinder has continued to improve on narrowing the 
proficiency gaps. For the third year in a row, Pathfinder has been designated by the DESE accountability 
rating system as Not Requiring Assistance or Intervention, signifying that moderate progress toward 
state set targets was achieved. 


Part of the ongoing strategy for District improvement has been the implementation of a Math Enrichment 
Curriculum for all incoming 9" graders. This course focuses on calibrating compulsory math skills as 
students enter Pathfinder, with emphasis in the second half of the year on concepts tied to both math 
coursework and technical content. Additionally, all 10° graders engage in a targeted MCAS Preparation 
course, reviewing content and test-taking strategies for the spring testing period. For the 2019-2020 
school year, all 9" and 10" grade students will be taking a writing seminar. This is a trimester long course 
that focuses on basic writing skills to assist with raising the level at which students are writing for their 
English courses, as well as for the 10" grade MCAS assessment. 


In addition to honors level courses in all core academic content areas at all grade levels, Pathfinder also 
offered Advanced Placement coursework in Calculus, Statistics, English Language and Composition, US 
History, Government and Politics, and English Literature and Composition. In May 2020, 64 students sat 
for 79 exams. For the 2019-2020 school year, additional Advanced Placement courses were added in 
Psychology, Government and Politics, and Environmental Science. For the current school year of 2020- 
2021 Pathfinder has also added AP offerings in Biology, and Computer science. Efforts to increase the 
higher-level offerings for students are ongoing. In addition to adding several Advanced Placement 
offerings, a popular new Studio Art program was created. This program is an elective offering that is 
available to students in all four grades. An experienced art teacher was hired to develop and offer the 
program in a classroom that was remodeled to serve as an art studio. The Project Lead the Way 
Biomedical Science track has been added to the science offerings, and the roll out of this program will 
take place over the next few school years. 


Curriculum on a whole is continuously being vetted and evaluated to make sure that students are 
mastering standards that are designated in the frameworks prescribed by the DESE. For the 2019-2020 
school year, two pieces of educational software have been added to the curriculum, one for Math, and 
one for English Language Arts. In math courses, teachers are utilizing //Iuminate Education. Illuminate 
Education is a digital assessment platform, where teachers can build common summative assessments 
for math courses, after which data can be collected and analyzed to improve instruction. The platform 
has the same capabilities technologically as the new MCAS 2.0 assessment, so our students can begin 
practicing with the same style of technology enhanced questions as they will see on the assessment. For 
English, our teachers have been utilizing a program called Study Sync by McGraw Hill. Study Sync is a 
digital curriculum where our teachers and students can deliver and receive their instruction on a computer 
or Chromebook. The curriculum makes use of all the typical novels that would normally be seen in an 
English Language Arts curriculum, but moves it into the digital age. It also allows our students to practice 
responding to questions and prompts more frequently using a computer or Chromebook, which will 
enable them to practice for MCAS 2.0. Including more electives and pathways in academic areas is a 
continuing conversation, in order to make sure that the needs of all learners are met. Course 
progressions in each academic area are being evaluated and discussed in order to be proactive for 
students and their development.

During 2020, Pathfinder’s technical programs received 449 requests for work to be performed.

- Completed numerous projects at Pathfinder, including preparing for reopening of school in 
September with COVID-19 precautions. 


COOPERATIVE EDUCATION PROGRAM 


A total of 112 students have participated in the Cooperative Education and WIOA Programs during the 
2019/2020 school year. Both programs were suspended from March 2020 thru July 2020 due to COVID- 
19. Currently a total of 34 students are participating in either or both the Cooperative Ed Program and 
WIOA. Since July 2020, parents and employers are required to sign a COVID-19 permission slip stating 
that employers agree to meet or exceed the most current Commonwealth of Massachusetts COVID-19 
guidelines for employee safety in regard to students participating in either the Co-Op or WIOA program. 
If the employer cannot meet the Commonwealth of Massachusetts’ COVID-19 guidelines, the Co-Op 
student is required to return to school. 


The Cooperative Education program provides opportunities for paid, career-related jobs in lieu of 
students’ attending their career and technical courses. This real work environment allows students to 
enhance their technical skills, develop interpersonal skills, and experience valuable lessons in 
maintaining a balance of both their personal lives, school, and jobs. The Cooperative Education Program 
is an experience that is rewarded to those students who demonstrate positive attitudes, good attendance, 
and better than average grades in their technical and academic classes. Partnerships with area 
businesses, coupled with strong program advisory committees, are a driving resource in placing students 
in cooperative education employment positions. Pathfinder remains committed to providing students with 
this valuable opportunity despite the challenges of 2020. The employment of co-op students often leads 
to full-time employment after graduation and is a valuable resume builder. 


In addition to the Cooperative Education Program, Pathfinder is an In-School WIOA Title | Youth Vendor. 
As a result of this grant award, Pathfinder coordinates and oversees both subsidized and unsubsidized 
employment opportunities for eligible students during the summer months and throughout the school 


year. Normally Pathfinder would work to place WIOA participants in employment positions with partners 
such as the Palmer Library, Silver Bell Farm, and Monson Savings Bank to name a few. However due to 
COVID-19 restrictions and the challenges of placing students with employers, Pathfinder’s WIOA School 
Year Recruiter and Counselor, Cheryl Sawicki has worked tirelessly to ensure that WIOA eligible students 
participated over the summer months with positions in the area and on-line learning. Beyond this, Cheryl 
created a portfolio project for the students so they would be able to participate in the program remotely 
during the school year. This project has been approved by MassHire of Hampden County and will 
enhance the workplace readiness skills of the students. 


STUDENT BODY AND STUDENT SERVICES 


Pathfinder Tech's total enrollment was 611 as of October 1, 2020, including the following numbers from 
member towns: Belchertown 82; Granby 20; Hardwick 24; Monson 72; New Braintree 7; Oakham 10; 
Palmer 188; Ware 109; and Warren 38. The remaining students were residents of out-of-district 
communities, the largest number of students coming from West Brookfield (17) and Ludlow (13). 


The Guidance Office—which also serves as the Admissions Office—received applications in excess of 
the 9" grade openings. Transfer opportunities into 10" grade were also limited and a total of 13 new 
sophomores were admitted to the school. 


Due to COVID-19, Pathfinder Tech was unable to host our usual large fall admissions events and 
outreach activities, but the Guidance Director was in contact with the middle school counselors from each 
of the in-district communities to ensure that students had access to the most up-to-date information using 
digital platforms. An exciting and energetic new video was created by a talented Pathfinder Tech junior 
and provided a glimpse at what Pathfinder Tech students had been up to this fall. The video received 
praise and created quite a stir on social media! The Guidance Director worked to update Pathfinder 
Tech’s outreach materials to ensure that all correspondence, whether it be in print or electronic format, 
was fresh, modern, and visually appealing. By December 1, 2020 more than 100 applications had 


already been submitted. 


In 2020 The Pathfinder Chapter of the National Technical Honor Society recognized the largest group yet 
of deserving members, with a total of 53 students meeting the qualifications. The group consisted of 19 
returning seniors, three new seniors and 31 new juniors; to qualify, students must have a cumulative GPA 
of 3.5 or above and exhibit the qualities of skill, honesty, service, responsibility, scholarship, citizenship, 
and leadership. 


Despite the damper COVID-19 put on the traditional graduation season, Pathfinder Tech proudly held a 
hugely successful modified graduation on June 5, 2020—the original graduation date set for the Class of 
2020! The graduating class of 154 students received diplomas and technical certificates at 
commencement exercises that spanned the course of an entire day outside on our beautiful campus 
grounds. Students graduated in waves of small groups and were each able to walk across the stage, 
dressed in their caps and gowns, with immediate family members cheering them on. Personalized lawn 
signs were displayed in front of the graduation stage to replicate the Class of 2020 being together as one. 


Once again, state and local organizations and businesses, post-secondary institutions, as well as private 
individuals, continued to recognize the ability and potential of Pathfinder Tech graduates in the form of 
generous donations. At graduation, more than 50 scholarship awards were presented, totaling over 
$15,000, not including the numerous scholarships, grants, and awards that individual colleges and 
universities awarded to our graduates. In addition, 36 graduating Pathfinder seniors received the John & 
Abigail Adams Scholarship which qualified them to receive free tuition for up to four years at any 
Massachusetts state institution of higher learning. The school committee, administration-- and particularly 
the graduates-- are grateful for this support and are especially proud of the number of awards that have 
been made to honor the memory of former Pathfinder Tech students and staff members. 


The staff in the Pathfinder Tech Guidance Department continued to work with students to be college and 
career ready, but also increased their efforts to support the emotional needs of students remotely when 


the school building was closed in March. As the Guidance Department is also responsible for overseeing 
504 Accommodation Plans, the school counselors work to oversee the plans for the 45+ students served 
by 504 plans—which involves setting up meetings with teachers, students, and families to update plans 
and to ensure that the appropriate accommodations are in place. 


The Student Services Department is responsible for overseeing Special Education services as well as 
Social Emotional Learning/Mental Health services. This year the Department has ensured the delivery of 
services for 168 students on Individualized Education Plans (IEPs). The Department has offered a range 
of assessment, educational, and counseling services designed to meet the diverse needs of our 
students. Staff work cooperatively with students, their families, academic and vocational teachers, and 
service providers in order to assist each student in reaching his/her educational and transitional goals. 
The Special Education Department provides a continuum of services with instruction taking place in both 
inclusion settings and in special education classrooms. 


The Department continues to offer literacy instruction for qualifying students. Staff utilize assistive 
technology, including text- to- speech, speech- to text (voice dictation), and word prediction that assists 
students in reaching their academic potential. In addition to its investment in assistive technology, the 
Department also utilizes Bookshare, which is an organization that provides books in digital format for 
individuals with visual and learning disabilities. The Department has also continued to develop 
partnerships with outside agencies, including the Massachusetts Rehabilitation Commission (MRC) and 
the Department of Developmental Services (DDS) in order to assist students in their transition to post- 
secondary life. The Department is also working on improving its transition planning services by 
identifying - and when necessary developing - transition planning assessments to identify unique student 
needs as they move beyond Pathfinder. 


After the COVID-19-related school closures in March of 2020, the Department worked to develop 
innovative ways in which to deliver services to students served by IEPs. Some students thrived in this 
new remote learning environment while others encountered new challenges they had not faced when the 
school building was open and learning was face-to-face. The Department worked to reduce these 
challenges by working collaboratively with other departments to ensure access to technology for all 
students. 


Given the consequences the COVID-19 pandemic has wrought on the mental health and well-being of 
many, the Social Emotional Learning team has been busier than usual attempting to research 
interventions that might support staff and students alike. Student Services arranged for all school staff to 
attend several important Professional Development opportunities in the early fall. All staff attended 
Trauma and the Brain and a Social Emotional Learning 101 session; the feedback for both sessions was 
resoundingly positive and provided teachers with more opportunities to understand their students and 
themselves as well as how all have been impacted by the pandemic. The Social Emotional Learning 
Team is also involved in the Social Emotional Learning/Mental Health Academy through the Department 
of Elementary & Secondary Education. This connection provides the team and its leader with professional 
development and a great deal of technical assistance as they create their short-term and long-term plans. 


In addition to these activities and initiatives, the Administrative Team--- through the leadership of the 
Director of Student Services-- was able to facilitate all 9th and 10th graders’ participation in DBT: STEPS- 
A, which is an evidence-based approach to helping teens skillfully manage difficult emotions, cope with 
stress, improve interpersonal effectiveness, and make better decisions. This is always important and 
more so now than ever. 


Finally, in response to the overdue nationwide focus on racial justice and inclusion, the Pathfinder Equity 
Council was formed to assess where Pathfinder is in that regard and what improvements can be made to 
make the school a welcoming place for all. The Equity Council is a group of interdisciplinary staff 
members who will be engaging in a book study in addition to obtaining baseline data from the school 
community with the intention of improving policies and practices to ensure that Pathfinder is engaging in 
anti-racist efforts. 


STUDENT ACTIVITIES BY MONTH 


In January, 40 students from Automotive Technology, Business Technology, Culinary Arts and Hospitality 
attended the DECA District 7 Conference at the DCU Center in Worcester. Three Culinary Arts Seniors 
placed in events: 3rd place Quick Service Restaurant Management, top 5 place in Quick Service 
Restaurant Management, top-five medal in Restaurant and Food Service Management. Great Clips from 
Ludlow donated $1,000.00 to the Cosmetology program. The Senior team of Automotive Technology 
placed 2nd in the Massachusetts Dealer Association State Finals. The Junior team qualified to compete 
next year. The Quaboag Valley Zonta Club awarded the Girl’s Rocket Award to senior Jacqueline Garvin 
(Business Technology). The CAD Robotics Team785B was a semifinalist at a competition at North 
Andover High School. 


In February, Team 785E was a semifinalist at a competition at the University of Rhode Island. The CAD 
Robotics Teams 785B, 785E, & 785Z qualified for the regional championships before the COVID-19 
outbreak stopped competitions. 


In March, Business Technology students attended the Massachusetts Business Professionals of America 
State Leadership Conference. Four students earned the opportunity to compete at the BPA National 
State Leadership Conference in Washington D.C. All HVAC/R sophomores passed their Section 608 
Certification exam at the Universal Level. The Annual Dodgeball Competition sponsored by the Travel 
Club was held on March 12, 2020. Teams consisted of students, faculty and combinations of both 
members. The win went to team “Carpentry”, an all student team. One of the student teams formed for 
the Stock Market Challenge led in 1st place out of 1,744 teams. One hundred twenty students with 
representation from all technical programs attended the SkillsUSA District 5 Competition returning with 
the following medals: 6 Gold, 5 Silver and 9 bronze, plus 3 State Officer bids. Gold medals went to — the 
Automated Manufacturing Team, Carpentry, and the Mechatronics Team. March 13, 2020, became our 
last face-to-face in-school day due to the pandemic shut down from COVID-19. The district quickly 
transitioned into remote learning. Members of the staff baked 500 cookies for the Palmer Town lunches 
which were distributed as part of the grab and go lunch program during the COVID-19 pandemic. 

In April, to highlight student achievement, Awards Ceremonies and Shows took place virtually: 1st Art 
Show, Senior Spotlight, and Student Awards. 


In May, Programming and Web placed 2nd in the Mass STEM challenge held online for a successful 
recycling project. A Teen Processing Group began as a weekly online program. Faculty delivered Senior 
graduation materials and awards, to each of the graduating students’ homes. 

In June, faculty and staff delivered Senior lawn signs to homes of the graduation seniors. National 
Technical Honor Society Inductees were virtually celebrated on our website. Scholarships were featured 
in a Slide Show. 


At the beginning of the summer in June, Seniors and their families partook in an on-campus graduation 
which ran quite differently than any other year, and Freshman Orientation was held for incoming students. 


In September/October, student elections took place filling the offices of President, Vice-President, 
Secretary, Treasurer, Historian and Student Representative for each class. John and Abigail Adams 
Scholarships were awarded to 35 seniors. Spirit Days (Sponsored by the Class of ‘21) included a PJ day, 
yee-haw day, and Halloween costume day. 


In November, Business Technology Juniors and Seniors participated in a virtual Stock Market Challenge 
held by Junior Achievement of Western Massachusetts. One team was awarded 3rd place. Mass DOT’s 
2020 Safe Streets Smart Trips High School Video Contest winner went to Pathfinder Junior, Michael 
Gilbert. The Student Council Food Drive benefited Valley Human Services in Ware. The Class of ‘21 held 
a fundraiser Hat Day. And once again, in December the Class of ‘21 held a fundraising spirit week that 


included an ugly sweater day, concert t-shirt day, and a yee-haw day. 
ATHLETICS 


Softball, Baseball, and Lacrosse were cancelled in 2020 due to COVID-19. 


The 2020 Pathfinder Football team did not have any games during the fall due to COVID-19. The team 
was able to practice, but could only work on conditioning. 

A reduced season has been tentatively slated to start on March 1, 2021. Kevin North, who was a 
volunteer last season, has replaced Phil Gallo as JV Football Coach. 13 Freshmen joined the team of 
about 30 players. 


The Girls’ and Boys’ Soccer teams both earned one win in a shortened season (due to COVID-19). 
The teams played out of division and were grouped in a regional cluster playing the likes of Palmer, 
Monson, Ware, Belchertown, Granby, and Amherst. 


Boys’ and Girls’ Basketball have been approved for the Winter 2021 season. Teams will also be playing 
out of division in a regional cluster including Palmer, Monson, Ware, and Hampden Charter While the 
major consideration for re-alignment of games in both soccer and basketball was distance and 
transportation costs, the end result for Pathfinder has been a significant increase in the level of 
competition. 


Wrestling has been pushed back to March 1, 2021 due to COVID-19.

SPECIAL PROGRAMS 
The Summer Youth Enrichment Program was not offered due to COVID-19. 


Pathfinder did, however, continue to offer an online Academic Summer School program designed to 
enable students to recover credit needed for promotion or graduation through a four-week, 40-hour 
course of study. The calendar ran from the last week in June until the final week of July. Additionally, 
Pathfinder offered in-district students a Vocational Related Summer School credit recovery option that 
spanned five days and a total of 20 hours. 


All of the courses ran virtually this year due to COVID-19 restrictions, including the vocational related 
courses. Typically, students have the option to come into the building for summer school, but this year in 
order to limit exposure, it was 100% online. 


In total, 62 students from 8 districts completed course work in 86 courses. 


FACULTY AND STAFF 


Currently the Pathfinder staff consists of 42 vocational teachers, 21.5 academic teachers, 2 teaching 
assistants, 6.5 special education teachers, 3 counselors, a part-time psychologist, a library-media 
specialist, a behavioral specialist, a school nurse and 8 paraprofessionals. The school is managed by the 
superintendent and a group of 8 professional administrators as well as a full-time grants/cooperative 
education coordinator. Other staff includes 6 custodians, 10 support staff, 2 cafeteria workers and 1 part- 
time treasurer. 


In June, the school said farewell to retirees Mark Thompson and Michael Carr (Social Studies), and 
Gerard Costello (Electrical). Jackie Grimshaw (Café worker) retired the end of December. 


Individuals new to Pathfinder included: Daniel Gifford (Social Studies) and Mandi Burns (Para) 


Dr. Paist continues to serve on the Board of Directors of the Massachusetts Association of Vocational 
Administrators and on the Board of Directors of the Quaboag Hills Chamber of Commerce. An active 
member of the Association for Career & Technical Education, he is one of two Region | Directors for that 
organization’s National Council of Local Administrators (NCLA). 


BUDGET AND FINANCE (Pre-COVID Budgets) 


Prior to the negative financial impact of the COVID Epidemic in March of 2020, the school committee 
adopted a final FY21 budget of $14,642,301 representing a 1.18% Increase over the previous year. The 
1.18% Increase in FY21 also included the fifth and final year of payments on the Total Roof Replacement 
Project. Subsequently, the majority of Pathfinder’s member communities voted approval on their 
assessments during their 2020 town meetings, thereby approving the FY21 budget pursuant to the 
regional school budget statute. Please note Pathfinder’s preliminary budget increases / decreases over 
the last 5 Years:

BUDGET AND FINANCE (Budget Adjustments due to the COVID Epidemic): 


As the negative financial impact of the COVID pandemic worsened during the spring and early summer of 
2020, Pathfinder made some decisive budgetary reductions to the FY20 and FY21 budgets. 
Explanations of the budgetary reductions are as follows: 


e FY20 Budget: Upon the COVID closure of the district on Friday, March 13, 2020; Pathfinder froze 
all FY20 spending in anticipation of possible state or local budget shortfalls. Only essential 
overhead expenses were paid such as utilities, salaries and required contracts. In May of 2020, 
two priorities arose in regard to the FY20 budget. First, It became clear that the District's Excess 
and Deficiency Fund needed to be maximized to support the upcoming years’ budgets (FY21 
Budget and the FY22 Budget) as state and local aid shortfalls were materializing. Secondly, the 
district committed to returning unspent funds to member communities in an effort to assist them in 
atime of crisis. At the June 10,2020 school committee meeting it was voted and approved to 
return $100,000.00 of unspent FY20 funds back to the member communities. Each town’s share 
of the $100,000.00 refund was apportioned based on the regional agreement. 


e FY21 Budget: After closing the FY20 budget as described in the previous paragraph, Pathfinder 
then focused on the reductions needed to the FY21 budget due to Chapter 70 (State Aid) 
anticipated shortfalls. In early September of 2020, state revenue forecasts began to indicate that 
Chapter 70 (State Aid) would be level funded from the previous year. Essentially, this meant that 
Pathfinder needed to reduce its FY21 budget by $174,986.00 to ensure that member community 
assessments would not increase. At the September 16,2020 school committee meeting, 
committee meeting, members unanimously voted to make the aforementioned budgetary 
reduction to ensure that member community assessments would not increase. 


With the changes as described above, Pathfinder’s amended budget Increases / decreases over the last 
5 years have been as follows:

Further 2020 Budgetary Information: 


Included in Pathfinder’s FY21 approved budget assessment calculation, the Regional School 
Transportation Reimbursement Rate was estimated conservatively at 70 % based on DESE’s 
recommendations at that time. For FY20, the final Regional School Transportation Reimbursement Rate 
was 83.9 % for acceptable charges. Any additional funds received were placed in the District’s approved 
Surplus Transportation Aid Account and must be used in the following fiscal year to reduce the District’s 
transportation budget pursuant to Massachusetts General Law. 


In the past, Pathfinder has generated substantial annual revenue from the enrollment of non-resident 
tuition students after all eligible in-district applicants have been accepted. These revenues are used to 
subsidize the annual operating budgets and reduce District assessments. While the out- of -district tuition 
revenue has been stable for the last 4 years, we do anticipate a reduction of revenue in FY21 due to out 
of district tuition enrollment reductions. An FY21 estimate of revenue along with the actual revenue for 
the last four years is as follows:

As stated above, Pathfinder’s Chapter 70 Aid has remained unchanged for FY21 as the state level funded 
Chapter 70 Aid due to revenue shortfalls in regard to the COVID pandemic. It is Pathfinder’s hope that in 
the upcoming FY22 budget year and beyond, the Commonwealth of Massachusetts will make progress 
on funding the Student Opportunity Act which promised to update the Chapter 70 formula in regard to 
funding disparities in districts with higher percentages of low-income students or English Language 
learners. 


While the end of the FY20 fiscal year and beginning of the FY21 fiscal year have been challenging, it is 
Pathfinder’s hope that there is light around the corner. With optimism that the current COVID vaccine is 
successfully administered and that infections begin to decrease, Pathfinder is steadfastly committed to 
prudent budgetary practices in an effort to provide a leading edge technical education in the most fiscally 
responsible manner.
